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Dr. Barry Cotter, Batman’s Surgeon, was Melbourne’s 
first doctor. He established himself in practice in about 
1835 as “Surgeon and Druggist” in a wooden structure 
he built on the site of the present E.S. & A. Bank Building 
on the corner of Collins and Queen Streets. He also 
advertised himself, for it was not unethical for doctors to 
advertise in those days, as a dispenser of medical supplies, 
ranging from bluestone to arrowroot and spirit of tar. 
The drugs he prescribed for his patients he made up 
himself—a practice that lasted well into this century. 
Nowadays a doctor’s prescription is taken to a Phar- 


maceutical Chemist and the drugs prescribed are often 
proprietary ones such as “Sulphamezathine”, ‘‘Paludrine’”’, 
and “Cetavion”, already made up by manufacturing 
chemists with wast resources for research and discovery 
in medicine.

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A circular issued by the Pharmaceutical 
Benefits Section of one of the State Offices of the 
Commonwealth Department of Health and pub- 
lished in the Victorian News Section of this issue 
of the Journal directs attention to the require- 
ments of Regulations relating to prescriptions for 
Pensioner Medical Service benefits, and advises 
that “no provision is made in the Regulations for 
printed prescriptions.” 


Such notice is timely. It indicates official notice 
of a practice which many prescribers and dispensers 
view with great disfavour, and would gladly see 
outlawed. 


Printed prescriptions for Pensioner Medical 
benefits have made their appearance. A list of 
B.P. drugs and quantities is printed. ‘The ingre- 
dients in the proportions stated are allegedly con- 
tained in certain proprietary tablets, and it is 
assumed that the intention is that the proprietary 


will be supplied. 


The question which the chemist must deter- 
mine for himself is whether he shall make the 
tablets extemporaneously in his pharmacy or accept 
responsibility for dispensing a manufactured tablet 
without having the sure and certain knowledge 
that it complies in every respect with the prescrip- 
tion he has received. 


From time immemorial the prescription has been 
regarded by professional men and lay-men as a 
specific and individual direction to a pharmaceuti- 
cal chemist for the preparation of medicines for 
treatment of a malady or ailment diagnosed by

the physician after proper examination of a 
particular patient. 

The need tor infinite care by the doctor in 
writing the prescription is matched only by the 
necessity for meticulous attention to the dispensing 
of the medicament by the chemist. 


Stereotype, uniform or mass prescribing, if ex- 
tensive, could undermine the professional pride of 
doctor and chemist, detract from the dignity of 
their callings, react adversely on the public, and 
lower the prestige of ,both professions. 


It is disturbing, therefore, to observe the influ- 
ence that in some instances manufacturers or dis- 
tributors of proprietary lines endeavour to exert to 
promote the prescribing of their preparations, the 
precise composition and therapeutic effects of 


which may not be fully known or disclosed. 


To supply or prescribe a medicine blindly, reck- 
lessly or carelessly, relying merely on the manu- 
facturer’s advocacy, and without due consideration 
of its suitability or efficiency for a particular case, 
amounts to complete negation of professional re- 
sponsibility. 

We do not assert that this is being done very 
widely, but would point to the potential danger 
that the introduction of the ready-made printed 
form of prescription if not stopped could insidiously 
but surely tend to destroy the ideal of individualised 
and specialised prescribing and dispensing. 

Here is a subject of very great importance for 
serious consideration by Medico-Pharmaceutical 
Liaison Committees and the controlling bodies in 
pharmacy and medicine.

SUPPLIES OF $.V.R. 


Federal Organisations Protest. 


Following the announcement by the Departmen: of 
Trade and Customs that the monthly allowance to 
chemists of S.V.R. without security was to be reduced 
and that chemists were to be limited to supply from 
one merchant, a joint protest was made to the Depart- 
ment by the Federal President of the Guild and the 
President of the Federal Council of Pharmaceutical 
Societies of Australia. 

Extensive correspondence followed, and the follow 
ing letter from the Comptroller-General, which states 
the position as finally resolved, is published for genera!

I have your letter of December 2, 1952, with further 
reference to the question of rectified spirits for chemists 
and manufacturers. ° 


In reply I am impelled to say that the embarrassment 
anticipated by some members of your organisation; in 
securing supplies will be promptly dissipated, if it 
occurs at all, by referring to the Collector of Customs, 
as suggested in my letter of November 12, 1952. 


In the past cumulative or forward buying of spiri! 
has not been permitted, but, to meet some of your ob 
jections, the Department is willing to institute a system 
by which, if a chemist desires, for reasons of economy 
in freight and packaging charges or simply for con- 
venience, two months’ supplies may be bought at the 
one time. 
Whilst there is an element of restraint in the pur- 
chase of spirits from nominated suppliers, the De- 
partment holds the view that the interests of the 
revenue demand the imposition of the limitation set 
out in my letter mentioned above, and I seek your 
co-operation in giving the procedure a trial for 4 
period of, say, six months.

STOP WATCH ON PHARMACY 


In all States officers of the Commonwealth Depart- 
ment of Heatlh have, for the past few weeks, had the 
stop watch on pharmaceutical chemists working in 


their individual pharmacies with a view to determining 
average times for dispensing of prescriptions. 

This survey, of course, is being made in connection 
with negotiations which are proceeding for variation 
of the terms on which P.M.S. prescriptions are supplied. 

Investigations of this kind are no doubt necessary 
in connection with contracts of such size and import- 
ance as those concerned with the National Health and 
Medical Services. The fact, however, does not remove 
the feeling of repugnance to the thought of clocking 
of professional services or the application of time and 
motion studies to the practice of Pharmacy, which we 
like to think of as professional service. 

Once again we are reminded that the old order 
changeth, giving place to new, and that we must be 
ever ready to make adjustments. 

Results of the survey should be enlightening. 


NEW EDITION OF THE BRITISH PHARMACOPOEIA 


Advice has been received that the British Pharma- 
copoeia will be published in London by the Pharma- 
ceutical Press on March 2, 1953. Copies of the book 
will therefore be available in Australia shortly after 
that date, and it may be anticipated that appropriate 
steps will be taken by the authorities in each State 
to proclaim the B.P. 1953 as the official book of stan- 
dards for drugs and medicines as from a date to be 
determined. 

Copies of the new B.P. will, as usual, be available 
through wholesale houses and from the principal book - 
sellers and surgical supply houses. 

Persons who wish to ensure receiving copies from 
the first shipment should not delay presenting their 
orders, 


HOSPITAL PHARMACISTS’ ASSOCIATION IM 
NEW ZEALAND 


A recent issue of the “New Zealand Pharmaceutical! 
Journal” contains news of the formation of a Hospi- 
tal Pharmacists’ Association in New Zealand. This is 
an important event, bringing into closer association 
members of a section of the profession who have special 
interests and who undertake specialised duties. 

Commenting on the published objects of the new 
Association, the New Zealand Journal says:—* 

Number one object gives the reasons for the 1or- 
mation of the Association. They are “To foster, pro- 
mote and encourage interest amongst the members of 
the Association and others in the study of hospital 
pharmacy and allied problems with a view to increas- 
ing the efficiency of the pharmaceutical services which 
the hospitals in New Zealand render to the patients 
and to the public generally.” 

It is apparent that the Association will thus pro- 
vide a forum, which did not previously exist, where 
the interests and problems which belong to hospital 
pharmacists may be discussed freely. Nothing more 
commendable or natural could be conceived. The won- 
der is that such an association was not formed long ago. 
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RECIPROCAL AGREEMENT ON SOCIAL SECURITY 


Statement by the Minister for Social Services, 
Mr. Athol Townley. 

One of the most important decisions in the history 
of Commonwealth social services has just been taken 
by the Federal Government. 

It has approved a draft agreement for reciprocity 
in social services between the Governments of the 
United Kingdom and Australia. 

The need for such an agreement has long been recog- 
nised, and the successful conclusion of negotiations 
which began as far back as 1946 is regarded by the 
present Government with profound satisfaction. 

Reciprocity in social services will undoubtedly further 
strengthen the ties that already bind Australia to the 
Mother Country. 

After initial talks in 1946, the first major step was 
taken in 1947, when the United Kingdom Government 
sponsored a conference in London of officials from all 
countries of the British Commonwealth to discuss 
prospects of reciprocity in social security matters. 

Representatives from Australia attended the confe- 
rence, and reported that, notwithstanding fundamental] 
differences in the respective schermes under considera- 
tion, there were considerable possibilities of reciprocity 
between the United Kingdom and Australia. 

Early in 1950 two high-ranking officials of the United 
Kingdom Government visited Australia and continued 
the negotiations, which were later carried further by 
correspondence. 

Acting on my instructions, the Director-General of 
Social Services, Mr. F. H. Rowe, and the Assistant 
Director-General (in charge of policy and legislation), 
Mr. R. H. Fyfe, visited the United Kingdom last year 
and brought the negotiations to finality. 

A draft agreement was prepared in consultation with 
the United Kingdom Ministry of National Insurance 
and approved by the Commonwealth Relations Office 
and Her Majesty’s Treasury. 

Considerable difficulties had to be surmounted in 
reaching an agreement, for the reason that the social 
security systems of the two countries are quite different. 
Pensions and certain other benefits under the United 
Kingdom scheme are on an insurance basis, which 
means that entitlement depends wholly upon the fulfil- 
ment of conditions as to contributions to the National 
Insurance Fund, whereas the Australian scheme is non- 
contributory and is financed from taxation. These 
difficulties, however, have been overcome. 

The Agreement will confer substantial benefits on 
former residents of the United Kingdom now living 
in Australia. For example, those who are over pension 
age (65 years for men and 60 for women), and were 
in the National Insurance scheme when they left the 
United Kingdom for Australia, will become entitled to 
receive Australian pensions without having to wait 
until they complete the required 20 years’ residence in 
Australia. Subject to the means test, such persons will 
be entitled to have any United Kingdom pension they 
may receive supplemented by Australia to bring the 
total up to the current pension rate for Australian 
citizens, at present £3/7/6 per week. The amount of 
the Australian supplement will be a little less in the 
case of wives who were not insured in their own right. 

There are similar provisions concerning widows’ 
pensions. Other benefits covered by the Agreement are 


invalid pensions, child endowment, and unemployment 
and sickness benefits. 

Generally speaking, all residence tests will be waived 
for former citizens of the United Kingdom, and, with 
only a very few exceptions in special cases, they will 
receive the same amounts as if they were Australian- 
born. 

The concessions under the Agreement will, of course, 
not be all one way. The United Kingdom Government 
will reciprocate, and, broadly speaking, will give to all 
persons arriving from Australia for permanent residence 
the necessary insurance credits, based on their Aus- 
tralian residence. This will confer on them insurance 
status for the various benefits of the United Kingdom 
scheme. id 

The Agreement also contains provisions to safeguard 
the social service rights of people who go from Australia 
to the United Kingdom, and vice versa, for temporary 
residence. 

The Agreement, though approved by the Government, 
has not yet been signed, but arrangements for signature 
are in hand. It-will then be necessary to draft and 
gazette regulations, and certain other formalities will 
have to be complied with. 

Although such negotiations are sometimes inevitably 
protracted, the Australian Government is determined 
to have the scheme operating at the very earliest 
moment practicable. It is anticipated now that the 
Prime Minister, Mr. Menzies, may formally sign the 
agreement when he is in London for the Coronation 
and for the ensuing Commonwealth Prime Ministers’ 
Conference. 

A special tribute must be paid, in conclusion, to the 
work of Messrs. Rowe and Fyfe in pressing the nego- 
tiations to their end. They have worked untiringly on 
the problem over a number of years, and many 
thousands of people will have cause to be grateful to 
them in the future. 


CO-OPERATION OF APPRENTICES 


Probably the most successful apprenticeships are 
those carried out in hard-working pharmacies where 
each member pulls his weight towards the end that 
their pharmacy is one to be proud of. The apprentice 
in such a pharmacy has learned his theory at College, 
and, if he has a mind to, has learned the quickest and 
cleanest method of cleaning a greasy mortar, of wash- 
ing a dirty bottle, of keeping stock straight, of visualis- 
ing the shop he is in as if it were his own, and plan- 
ning what he would do to improve the display. For 
pharmacy is made up of a multitude of ordinary little 
tasks, which can be avoided only at the risk of final 
failure. 

Every apprentice is a potential master, and success 
in pharmacy does not depend only upon higher quali- 
fication. It depends primarily upon orderliness, cleanli- 
ness and a willingness to be a working partner. And 
there is no escape from this. Success in any walk 
of life is based upon these principles, and in none 
more than in pharmacy, where the memorable successes 
have been hard, non-choosey workers from apprentice- 
ship onwards.—“Pharmaceutical Journal of New Zea-

ANTIBIOTICS IN ANIMAL NUTRITION 


At the Belfast meeting of the British Association 
there was a joint discussion (Physiology and Agricul- 
ture) on the place of antibiotics in animal nutrition. 

In reporting this, Nature, November 22, 1952, said: 
“Within the past decade the application of antibiotics 
has had a profound influence on human and veterinary 
medicine. Recent developments show that their impact 
on agriculture may be equally important.” 

The report continued with an abstract of the opening 
address by Dr. S. K. Kon (National Institute for Re- 
search in Dairying), in which he traced the steps that 
led to the surprising discovery of the growth-promoting 
effects of these drugs. 

It has been known for a long time that proteins of 
animal origin are, on the whole, biologically superior 
to those derived from plants; in fact, the classic concept 
of first- and second-class protein was based on this 
distinction. When later the emphasis shifted from 
protein as such to its component amino-acids, it became 
evident that something else apart from a good balance 
of these was responsible for the special virtue of animal 
sources of protein. Work with rats and poultry in the 
United States, especially by Hartman and Carey and 
Bird and his associates at Beltsville and the Zuckers 
of Columbia University, showed that these products 
carry a hitherto unrecognised growth substance which, 
owing to its association, came to be known as the 
animal protein factor. It is only fair to recall that 
some 20 years ago Dr. Katherine Coward, working in 
England in the laboratories of the Pharmaceutical 
Society, showed that the purification of casein deprived 
it of something essential for the proper development 
of rats on synthetic diets. 

With the brilliant isolation in 1948 of the antiper- 
nicious anaemia factor by Rickes and his associates, of 
the Merck Laboratories, New York, and by Lester Smith 
and colleagues, at the Glaxo Laboratories Ltd., Green- 
ford, and its identification as a vitamin by the former 
workers, it soon became apparent that vitamin B,,, 
as it was called, accounted for much of the special 
activity of carriers of the animal protein factor. The 
value of vitamin B,. in enhancing practical rations for 
pigs and poultry in the United States led to a search 
for suitable sources, and these were found in the 
residues from the antibiotics industry, especially from 
fermentation processes in the preparation of aureo- 
mycin and streptomycin. Thus a substance at first 
believed to ennoble only animal tissues came to be 
derived mainly from activities of micro-organisms. 

The crude product from Streptomyces aureofaciens proved 
better in poultry rations than an equivalent quantity 
of pure vitamin B,,. Shortly after this observation, 
Stokstad and Jukes, of Lederle Laboratories, announced 


that the superiority was due to the presence in the 
residue of traces of aureomycin, and that the anti- 
biotic, even by itself, promoted the growth of pigs and 
poultry. At first sight this unexpected effect seemed 
searcely credible, and Dr. Kon confessed his initial 
disbelief; but confirmatory evidence soon came from 
numerous laboratories in the United Staies and from 
the Shinfield Dairy Institute itself, establishing that 
animals bénefit from the addition to their diet of any 
one of several antibiotics, especially penicillin, aureo- 
mycin, terramycin and streptomycin. Commercial ap- 
plication on a large scale was not slow to follow in 
the United States, where antibiotics are now included 
in many practical rations for pigs, chicks and turkeys. 

In Great Britain the use of antibiotics is governed 
by the Penicillin Act 1947, and their addition to rations 
is for the time being prohibited. Controlled experi- 
ments are now in progress in several centres under 
the aegis of the Agricultural Research Council, and 
an official statement of policy will no doubt be made 
when the tests are completed. This cautious attitude 
is certainly well founded. To begin with, husbandry 
and feeds in Britain are so different from those in 
the United States that British workers cannot call on 
the wealth of American experience, but must work out 
their own solution. In examining the problem afresh, 
the possible dangers of placing powerful drugs indis- 
criminately in the hands of farmers must be carefully 
considered. Their action on frank disease must be 
dissociated from that in promoting growth of appa- 
rently healthy stock. How the antibiotics act is still 
a mystery, though all indications are that it is in some 
way through the gut flora. Long-term effects, with 
the associated risk of appearance of resistant strains, 
must thus be faced. Finally, the value of antibiotics 
for ruminants and for laying birds is, to say the least, 
doubtful, and care must be taken that they reach onl 
those animals they can help. Antibiotics may well 
become of major importance in British agriculture, but 
they should not be introduced without proper safe- 
guard. 


FINE CHEMICALS IN VETERINARY MEDICINE 


At a meeting of the Fine Chemicals Group of the 
Society of Chemical Industry, London, Dr. J. Car- 
michael, M.R.C.V.S. (May & Baker Ltd.) gave an 
address “Fine Chemicals in Veterinary Medicine.” The 
following report appeared in Chemistry & Industry, No- 
vember 29, 1952. 

The application of fine chemicals to veterinary 
practice has followed the same pattern as that in 
human medicine, and becomes more topical because of 
the impending publication of a British Veterinary Codex 
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by the Pharmaceutical Society in collaboration with the 
veterinary profession. Previously, many drugs used in 
veterinary medicine did not have officially accepted 
standards, and thus the Codex will fill an important 


gap. 

Fine chemicals in veterinary medicine is a wide field, 
especially when it is realised that many species of 
animals have to be treated, and that they differ in 
their physiological and anatomical make-up. In spite 
of chemotherapy, which the veterinary. profession uses 
to the full, there are many diseases which are ade- 
quately controlled by biological methods, such as 
vaccines, toxoids, etc. In veterinary practice, while 
humanitarian principles form the essential background, 
there is the economic factor to be considered, and with 
farm animals the cost of treatment and usefulness of 
the patient have to be carefully weighed. 

The importance of the tsetse fly and trypanosomiasis 
in relationship to the development of tropical Africa 
is one of great urgency. The many species of trypano- 
som.s and different types of animals affected make 
chemotherapy a complicated business, but trypano- 
somes can be divided into rough groups according to 
their reactions to chemicals. For example, most species 
of the Brucei-Evans group are susceptible to the ureas, 
such as Antrypol, and to a certain extent to the arseni- 
cals. 7. congolense, and to a lesser degree 7. vivax, are 
susceptible to the phenanthridinium compounds, quino- 
line derivatives, and to some extent antimonials. Pro- 
phylaxis is of great importance. Other protozoan 
diseases are theilieriasis, anaplasmosis and babediasis, 
and of these only the latter can be controlled by 
chemotherapy. 

Great advances have been made in the treatment of 
coccidiosis in chickens and blackhead in turkeys, and 
both important diseases are now readily controlled by 
chemical means; coccidiosis by the sulphonamides and 
blackhead by 2-amino-5-nitrothiazole. Of the metazoan 
parasites the various worm infestations of animals are 
of great importance, and phenothiazine is by far the 
most widely used anthelmintic in veterinary practice. 
The external parasites in animals are now dealt with 
very effectively by means of the newer insecticides, 
such as BHC, DDT and Toxaphen. It is interesting to 
note, however, that “warbles” in cattle is still only 
controlled by Derris. 

The bacterial diseases of animals comprise a large 
and important group, and penicillin, the sulphonamides 
and the amidines are in regular use. Recently the 
antihistaminics have been introduced to veterinary 
practice, and are used in a large variety of conditions 
in many of which the aetiology is obscure, but it seems 
that allergy plays its part in these diseases. 

The use of the barbiturates as anaesthetics in animals 
is general practice. 

Discussion: British Veterinary Codex. 

In somning the discussion on Dr, Carmichael’s paper, 

. S. C. Jolly, Assistant Editor of the Pharmaceu- 
tical Society’s publications, said the present-time stan- 
dards for purely veterinary drugs are to be found only 
in an Addendum to the Danish Pharmacopoeia issued 
in 1950. Of the 47 monographs, less than a third would 
be classed as fine chemicals; commercial grades of 
copper, ferrous, and sodium sulphates, potassium car- 
bonate, and sodium and calcium phosphates are in- 
cluded, while arecoline hydrobromide, Nembutal 
sodium, Novalgin, pentobarbitone, phenothiazine, cobalt 
chloride and magnesium chloride of pharmaceutical 
quality are described. In addition to this addendum, 
official recognition of veterinary medicine is confined 
to a few preparations, such as lotions and creams, 
in the French Pharmacopeia, and to a special section 
in the U.S. Dispensatory, which gives a very brief 
resum> of the action and uses of veterinary substances. 
It will be clear, therefore, that there is little official 
control over the qualitv of substances used in vete- 
rinary medicine. The British Veterinary Codex will 
be a definite advance on anything attempted hitherto, 


and will provide adequate standards for substances 
used in veterinary medicine, and it is hoped that it 
will be used, not only in this country, but also in the 
British Dominions and Colonies. It will contain nearly 
500 monographs. Approximately 70 of these are for 
vaccines, sera and related products. About 370 are for 
substances for which standards are provided by either 
the British Pharmacopoeia or the British Pharmaceu- 
tical Codex. The remaining 60 monographs consist of 
substances which have a purely veterinary use or of 
commercial grades of pharmaceutical drugs. 

In deciding the standard to be set for a particular 
drug two factors have to be considered: firstly, whether 
a substance of pharmaceutical quality is necessary for 
the purpose for which the substance is to be used, and 
secondly, what grades of the substance are available 
commercially. For many purposes, e.g. parenteral use, 
it was decided that only drugs of the best et! 
would be suitable, and in these cases, when a B.P. 
and B.P.C. standard exists, those standards have been 
adopted without modification. Drugs in this class 
include the antibiotics, barbiturates and local anaes- 
thetics. Where no official standard exists, a standard 
has been set as stringent as those for comparable 
official substances, e.g. the standard for sulphaquino- 
xaline is as strict as those of the official sulphonamides. 

For many drugs commercial grades do not exist, and 
although veterinary surgeons would be willing to use 
substances of lower quality, B.P. or B.P.C. standards 
have been adopted. It is for this reason chiefly that 
so many drugs of B.P. or B.P.C. quality are included 
in the B.Vet.C. It was considered that manufacturers 
producing large quantities of pharmaceutical quality 
material would be unwilling to manufacture and market 
a lower grade for which the demand was likely to be 
relatively small. 

In some cases, however, commercial grades of good 
quality are available, and, for example, standards have 
been set which will allow the use of such grades, e.g. 
commercial grades of sodium and magnesium sulphates 
and calcium hydrogen phosphate can be obtained which 
will pass the B.P. standards in all respects except for 
appearances or clarity of solution, and the official stan- 
dards have only had to be relaxed to this extent; to 
admit commercial ferrous sulphate the lead and arsenic 
limits have also been relaxed slightly. For a number 
of vegetable oils, the B.P. acid values have been in- 
creased so that slightly lower quality oil may be used. 
This relaxation will not allow, for example, cattle castor 
oil or “seconds” to be used internally, although it is 
permitted for external application. 


RECENT VEGETABLE DRUGS 


From an article by W. C. Evans, Ph.D., B.Pharm., 
Lecturer in Pharmacognosy, University of Nottingham.

_As a result of the continuing progress in the utilisa- 
tion of plant materials, a number of new vegetable 
drugs have been introduced into medicine and im- 
provements made in the production techniques and 
oan of evaluation of the already well-established 
rugs. 

nder the impetus of war many efforts were made 
to obtain important drugs from alternative biologieal 
sources. One result was the use of the Australian 
Duboisia, family Solanaceae, for the manufacture of 
alkaloids, and it is possible that these plants may 
become the principal world source of hyoscine and an 
important supplementary source of hyoscyamine. Three 
species of the plant occur in Australia—D, myoporoides, 
D. leichhardtii_ and D. hopwoodii. The first two contain 
hyoscine and hyoscyamine, and the third one nicotine 
and nornicotine. 

D. myoporoides is restricted to the eastern coastline of 
Australia, and may reach a height of 45 ft. Up to 1940 
investigators variously reported it to contain either 
hyoscine, hyoscyamine or both alkaloids together. 
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Systematic studies undertaken by the Commonwealth 
Scientific and Industrial Research Organisation, Aus- 
tralia, confirmed the presence of both alkaloids, and 
demonstrated that not only did the proportions of the 
two alkaloids vary in different localities, but also in a 
single plant throughout the year. 

DP. lewhhardti, which resembles 1). myoporoides, occurs 
naturally in a restricted region of South-east Australia, 
and is being increasingly used as a source of atropine 
and hyoscine, since bulk collections of the drug yield 
the two alkaloids in a ratio which is economically 
desirable. Considerable quantities of the plant material 
are imported into this country for the extraction of the 
alkaloids. 

}), hopwoodii is a small shrub seldom exceeding 8 ft. 
in height, and occurs throughout the drier regions of 
Austrailia, mostly within the 10-in. rainfall zone. Nu- 
merous samples of the plant have been analysed, and 
nicotine end nornicotine isolated, but its commercial 
exploitation does not seem probable. 

Another one which was increasingly utilised during 
the war was lonchocarpus, also known as cube root, 


timbo or barbasco. It consists of the roots of L. nicou, 
family Leguminosae, and is a source of the insecticide 
rotenone, which was formerly obtained from derris—a 
tropical climbing plant of the East Indies. 

Cortisone. 


In 1949 the announcement of the preparation of a 
substance, compound E or cortisone, giving impressive 
results in the treatment of rheumatoid arthritis, caused 
cons‘derable interest in both medical circles and among 
the lay public. This substance was known to occur 
in minute amounts in the cortex of the adrenal glands, 
but could also be prepared from a component of ox 
bile by a synthesis involving some 37 stages. Since 
the prohibitive cost of the drug and the limited supplies 
put it beyond the reach of the ordinary sufferer, further 
interest was stimulated by the announcement that, 
using sarmentogenin as starting material, cortisone 
could be prepared in 17 less stages. 

Sarmentogenin was not a new substance, having been 
isolated in 1928 by Jacobs and Heidelberger from seeds, 
presumed to be those of Strophanthus sarmentosus, family 
Apocynace. Since these seeds vwre not a commercial 
article, and since the exact geographical source and 
habit of the plant were uncertain, commissions were 
sent to Africa to investigate the distribution of plants 
of this genus, and consideration was given to the culti- 
vation of the plant in Africa and America. The full 
results of the findings have not yet been published, 
but trials in the United States have shown that under 
suitable conditions of temperature and humidity good 
germination of strophanthus seeds can be obtained and 
that soft wood cuttings are satisfactory for propagation. 
It now seems certain, however, that the s_eas originally 
used for the isolation of sarmentogenin were incorrectly 
labelled, since recent publications by Professor T. 
Reichstein and his associates in Switzerland have shown 
that the seeds of S. sarmentosus do not yield sarmen- 
togenin in appreciable quantity, but among the species 
investigated it may be obtained from S. courmonti and 
S. gerrarditi. 

In the quest for cortisone many other genera have 
been investigated, and one other source which has 
been suggested is botogenin, a substance obtainable in 
considerable quantity from tropical American yams. 
The sisal plant contains a steroid sapogenin, hecogenin, 
which also shows promise. 


U.S. STUDY ON PRUGS CAUSING BLOOD 
DISORDERS

In mid-1952, when the incidence of blood disorders 
rose with indiscriminate and wide use of a wide- 
trum antibiotic, the United States Government's 
and Drug Administration instituted an intensive 
study of drugs alleged to be responsible for blood 


dyscrasias. This study, which has attracted the atten- 
tion of medical circles here and abroad, has now been 
completed, and indicates that certain hypersensitive 
individuals may contract serious blood disorders from 
the unguarded use of many drugs, including the sulphas 
as well as antibiotics. 

The F.D.A. study, which reviewed all cases of blood 
dyscrasias reported since 1949, pointed out, however, 
that the new wonder drugs are safe and valuable when 
administered by a physician under’ proper conditions. 
While the review of the 539 reported cases did not 
positively disclose the cause of these blood disorders, 
the report indicates that possibly involved were a 
number of common analgesics, antihistamines and bar- 
biturates, in addition to the sulpha drugs, streptomycin 
and some of the new broad spectrum antibiotics which 
include aureomycin, terramycin and chloromycetin. 

The survey highlighted some unusual facts about 
sensitivity to these drugs. The blood disturbance 
occurred in three times as many women as men, and 
Negroes were involved less frequently than whites. 

With specific reference to chloromycetin, the report 
stressed the fact that the drug “is used successfully 
in many patients for well-defined clinical indications.” 
“The many experts consulted in the survey,” the report 
continued, “were unanimous in the opinion that use of 
this important and highly effective antibiotic should be 
based on clear-cut clinical and laboratory evidence 
pointing to indications for which chloromycetin is 
clearly the agent of choice.” 

In this case, while some eight million people have 
been given the drug since its introduction in 1949, the 
type of sensitivity stated in the report has been found 
in only one case in 145,000. 

Meanwhile, an authority in the antibiotic field, Dr. 
Theodore E. Woodward, Associate Professor of Medicine 
at the University of Maryland School of Medicine. 
Baltimore, Maryland, has drawn up five questions tha 
physicians should ask themselves before prescribing 
antibiotics for their patients. The questions are: (1) Is 
an antibiotic really needed? (2) What is the proper 
drug and how long should it be given? (3) Is the ad- 
ministration going to affect in any way the ultimate 
immune status of the patient? (4) Is the microbial 
agent sensitive to the antibiotic being employed and 
does it readily acquire any resistance to the drug? 
(5) Is dual therapy needed or can it be harmful? 


CHLORAMPHENICOL AND THE BLOOD 


In its section “Progress in Therapy,” The Retail 
Chemist, October, 1952, had the following article urging 
care and discrimination in the use of chloramphenicol 
and other new antibiotics. 

Whilst the situation regarding fungous infection 
complicating antibiotic therapy is serious enough, 
chloramphenicol has come in for a more serious indict- 
ment following a number of reports of its toxic effects 
on the blood-forming mechanism. It had been stated 
that its chemical structure suggested such a probability, 
and in accepting it for inclusion in New and Non- 
official Remedies, the Council for Pharmacy and Che- 
mistry of the American Medical Association added a 
warning note to the effect that such changes had been 
observed, and consisted of mild haemolytic anaemias, 
granulocytopaenia (no agranulocytosis so far) and an 
arrest in the maturation of the formed elements in the 
bone marrow. 

During the last year, however, many reports have 
been published showing that the risk is much greater 
than this, as apart from a transient depression of the 
blood cells and platelets, which is an uncommon com- 
plication, there is a more serious type of reaction, 
namely the development of a true aplastic anaemia, 
which, in the experience of one group of observers at 
least, occurs in patients who have had one or more 
courses of treatment with chloramphenicol without 
untoward effect. 
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An editorial in the Journal of the American Medical 
Association for June 28 warns a “to be on 
the alert following therapy with this or any other 
antibiotic, or, in fact, any of the newer drugs.” In 
the following issue there were three reports of cases 
of fatal aplastic anaemia following treatment with 
chloramphenicd]. The first related to two elderly 
people, the second to one adult and two children, and 
the third to six children. 

Following this report the British Medical Journal 
devoted a long editorial to the subject, and reviewed 
briefly the previous reports. It pointed out that in the 
tests on animals the drug had produced nothing more 
than a transient anaemia in dogs when it had been 
given by injection for long periods of time. Also the 
earlier clinical reports all agreed that no evidence of 
untoward effects on the blood-forming system had been 
observed, a risk of which the experimenters musi have 
been aware, as it had previously been pointed out that 
the nitrobenzene radicle in the molecule might be 
expected to produce such results. It goes on to say 
that until many more of such cases, which have 
evidently occurred, have been analysed, it is impossible 
to suggest safeguards or apply restrictions in its use. 

The editorial continues: “One conclusion that will 
almost certainiy have to be reached is that prolonged 
treatment is unjustified in any circumstances. There 
are, in fact, apart from bronchiectasis, few, if any, 
indications for it.” In developing this theme, it con- 
tinues: “No irrecoverable change has yet been reported 
following a single course of ordinary length even with 
heavy dosage, but repeated quite short courses have 
produced it. Does this mean that the marrow can be 
sensitised so as to respond abnormally if the drug is 
given a second time? . . . To accept this thesis would 
itself beget some hesitation in using chloramphenicol 
at all, lest a stronger indication for it at some later 
time should involve undue risk. The only absolute 
and imperative indication for its use is typhoid fever.” 

In summing up, it states: “. . . We shall be well 
advised to exercise rather more thought and care in 
everyday chemotherapy. For many purposes for which 
the newer, more expensive, and, for the time, more 
fashionable antibiotics are now being used, penicillin 
or a sulphonamide, or even some simpler and less 
specific form of treatment would serve equally well.” 


SHORT-ACTING MUSCLE RELAXANTS 


Since the introduction of tubocurarine as a muscle 
relaxant in surgery, a number of synthetic drugs with 
a similar pharmacological action have been introduced. 
Chief of these has been the group of methonium com- 
pounds about which an extensive literature has accu- 
mulated during the last few years. About a year ago 
a group of Swedish workers introduced a group of 
very short-acting substances whose effects lasted only 
some two to three minutes. These were salts of suc- 
cinyl chloride, and they act in a similar manner to the 
methonium compounds. They appear to be straight 
forward in use, having no side reactions on either the 
circulation or the central and autonomic nervous 
systems. 

A recent issue of the British Medical Journal con- 
tains a number of contributions on their use which 
confirm the good opinion on them that has already 
been voiced in previous trials. The chloride and iodide 
are the salts generally employed, the former being 
available in this country under the title “scoline. 
These ultra-short-acting relaxants are of particular 
value in brief surgical procedures in which complete 
muscular relaxation is required, but they have been 
used as the sole relaxing agents in longer operations 
by employing a continuous drip method of adminis- 
tration, the particular value of this procedure being 
the complete control that the surgeon has over the 
period of relaxation. 
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Once the administration of the drug has been dis- 
continued the reflexes and muscle tone return im- 
mediately, consequently there is no need to administer 
neostigmine at the end of the operation. Some varia- 
tion of effect appears te exist in different patients, and 
cases have occurred in which inflation of the lungs 
has had to be carried out for periods much longer than 
is usual.—“The Retail Chemist,” July, 1952. 


coLDS

The common cold has been described as the most 
economically wasteful disease of our time. It 
probably best defined as a catarrhal inflammation of 
the upper respiratory tract, and is thought to be caused 
by a fltrable virus smaller in size than the influenza 
virus. Micro-organisms such as staphylococci, streptococct, 
pneumococci, and H, intiuensae also appear to have some 
part in the cause or development of the common cold, 
probably as secondary infective agents. There is 
evidence to show that the causal virus is present in 
large amounts some 24 hours before the onset of 
symptoms, and it also appears that it dies out quickly 
in small communities. The variation in severity 
attack can be partly explained because more than one 
virus is responsible and because the disease appears 
to increase in virulence as it spreads. Resistance to 
colds does not —— to depend on the amount of 
time which has elapsed since the last cold, and the 
reason for its seasonal incidence is as yet unknown. 
From the point of view of investigation, it is unfortu- 
nate that the virus cannot be cultivated in small 
laboratory animals. ‘ 


Causal Factors, 


It is a popular belief that exposure to cold or wearing 
wet clothes for prolonged periods of time will, in 
themselves, cause a cold to develop, but this is not 
strictly true. Either state will, however, lower the 
resistance of the body, and, provided the virus is 
present, the increased susceptibility to infection will 
most likely lead to the development of a cold. The 
mechanism involved is thought to work by reflex vaso- 
constriction, which produces a fall in temperature in 
the nasopharynx. It is possible that this might inter- 
fere with the local protective layer of mucous and thus 
allow infection to materialise. 

The initial phase of a cold has been attributed to an 
allergic response to contact with a specific protein, 
such as the virus or substances made by it. Fall in 
temperature is once more said to be concerned, this 
time being the cause of histamine production which 
increases the permeability of the mucous membrane 
of the nose and allows the protein of the virus to reach 
the tissue receptors and set up an allergic reaction. 

Many factors appear to be involved in producing a 
state of reduced resistance. In addition to saddien 
temperature changes, local tissue damage due to 
irritants and allergens in food or air, over-tiredness, 
mental strain, and certain constitutional factors all play 
their part in predisposing to infection. Nasal polyps, 
hypertrophied adenoids, or chronic sinusitis, create 
obstructions which disturb normal drainage, or th 
may act as foci of chronic infections. Persons wi 
any of these disorders are likely to catch cold easily 
and frequently. 

Colds are not always “caught,” of course. Some 
people temporarily carry about the virus, and, if all 
goes well, never develop the symptoms. Should there 
be any external interference with the resistance of these 
persons (a chill, for example), the balance between the 
host and the virus is upset and a cold develops. 

In normal health, the air inhaled is cleaned by the 
nose and raised to suitable temperature and humidity 
so that the lungs receive it in a moist, warm condition. 
Any alteration to these conditions produces dryness and 
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irritation, and may damage the tissues, thereby in- 
creasing their liability to invasion by viruses and 


bacteria. 
Prophylaxis. 

For those who are susceptible to colds, there are 
several ways in which the frequency of attack can 
be reduced, and there are various means of decreasing 
the incidence of spread when the cold has started to 
develop. Coarse droplets emitted by a sneeze are likely 
to do more damage among people with high resistance 
than very small droplets which are wafted out in the 
air. The number of bacteria which is dispersed from 
a handkerchief when the latter is pulled out of a pocket 
is also unbelievably large. ransfer of infective 
material from nose to handkerchief, and thence to 
fingers and food, is likewise a possible way in which 
colds are spread. From this it can be seen that paper 
handkerchiefs are advisable during attacks, especially 
ering the sneezing stage, and separate towels, too, 
should be used. 

Constitutional and environmental factors should be 
considered. Regular rest and mild exercise to stimulate 
the body are beneficial, but too much exercise leading 
to fatigue is detrimental. Possible sites of foci of in- 
fection should be searched for, and, if present, elimi- 
nated. Rooms should be well ventilated without being 
draughty, and excessive heat or dryness in which the 
mucous membrane cannot function properly should be 
avoided. 

Prophylactic dosage of ultra-violet light is very useful 
for persons predisposed to colds, but should not be 
used unless advised by a doctor. Deficiencies in diet 
should be corrected, and it may be advisable to supple- 
ment the normal intake of food with halibut or cod 
liver oil, vitamin C, vitamins of the B complex, or a 
poly-vitamin preparation. 


Symptoms. 

It appears, then, that a cold is a clinical syndrome, 
ene eee organisms and other influences, constitu- 
ional and environment, playing their respective parts 
in the development and progress of the disease. Epi- 
demic and sporadic types of colds are known, both of 
which occur more frequently during the winter months, 
although the sporadic version may be non-infectious. 

Although a specific cure for the common cold has 
not yet been found, there are many ways in which 
its presence can be made more bearable. It is im- 

tant to remember that when any treatment is under- 
taken it should be adequate. A relapse occurring from 
seven to 12 days after the initial attack suggests inade- 
quacy of treatment, and complications such as inflam- 
mations of sinuses, mastoid processes, or the middle 
ear, or involvement of the lung or bronchial tubes are 
conditions to be avoided. In some cases, the absorption 
of toxic discharges leads to gastro-intestinal disorders 
such as diarrhoea, nausea and vomiting. 


nt. 
Treatment is usually symptomatic. The severity of 
the attack and chances of secondary infection can be 
minimised me eee in bed at the first sign of nasal 


congestion. is simple expedient also has the advan- 
tage of helping to reduce the incidence of spread. 
Patiénts with diabetes, or disorders of the kidneys, 
lungs or heart, or with a oe = | of rheumatic fever, 
should most definitely go to if their temperature 
is raised to more than 100 deg. F. 

The feet should be kept warm and dry, and the 
irritant effects of cold, damp and smoke avoided. Diet 
should consist of simple, nourishing and _ easily- 
digestible food, fruit juices, and an adequate fluid 
intake. Mild laxatives, such as cascara, may be given 
when constipation is also present, but, because of their 
dehydrating properties, cathartics like castor oil and 
epsom salts are probably best avoided. 

Gargles and Pastilles. 
In the early stages a cold is frequently accompanied 
a sore throat, and for this condition a gargle may 
ve temporary relief. Although the cleansing, astrin- 


gent and local anaesthetic action may make the throat 
feel more comfortable, the germicidal effects are of 
little significance, since the medicament does not, in 
most cases, reach the site of the trouble. 

Analgesics and Antipyretics. 

The various symptoms of malaise, and headache in 
particular, respond to aspirin therapy. Dosage should 
be adjusted so that sweating does not occur, since this 
results in discomfort and chilling of the patient. 

A very useful way of obtaining vasodilation in the 
early stages is by means of Dover’s Powder, a dosage 
of five grains every four hours for four days being 
satisfactory in most cases. A tot of whisky, alone or 
in hot lemon, will relieve bodily weariness and appre- 
hension. 

Sometimes a heavy cold is accompanied by insomnia, 
which is caused by nasal obstruction and personal dis- 
comfort. The administration of a short-acting barbitu- 
rate will quickly induce sleep and leave the patient 


alert on waking. 
Vasoconstrictors. 


The value of vasoconstrictors is still debatable. One 
opinion advocates their use to diminish the engorge- 
ment of the mucous membrane as quickly as possible. 
It is true that some vasoconstrictors, by causing shrink- 
age of the nasal mucous membrane, relieve “stuffiness” 
and ease breathing through the nose. They may assist 
also in shortening the course of the cold by reducing 
the initial injury which results from induced conges- 
tion. On the other hand, there .is usually a rebound 
from their use, and since vasoconstrictors are contra- 
indicated for persons with high blood pressure and 
other cardiac conditions, caution should be exercised 
when these preparations are used. Excessive use leads 
to chronic irritation of the membrane, and, according 
to some authorities, this is sufficient reason to advise 
against their application in the treatment of colds. 
Any benefit obtained is, in any case, only transient, but 
even this is very acceptable to some patients. 

The ideal preparation is one which is compatible 
with ciliary activity, isotonic, non-toxic, and which does 
not vary much from the normal pH of nasal secretion 
—i.e. 5.5 to 6.5. Sprays and drops should be used only 
as temporary symptomatic measures, and aqueous drops 
are to be preferred to oily preparations, since there is 
always a risk of the latter’s entering the lung in small 
droplets and causing serious damage. 


Inhalations. 


Nasal congestion met also be relieved by inhaling 
moist, warm air. This is still practised in many homes, 
and consists in using a friars’ balsam type of inhalation 
without menthol. Nowadays various special inhalers 
and nebulisers are obtainable to assist mcist air therapy. 


Antihistamines. 


The possibility that colds might be due to an allergic 
reaction resulted in an increased demand for antihis- 
taminic preparations. It is true that their use does 
avoid the dryness which irritates the nasal mucosa, and 
so allows the latter to work more efficiently in com- 
bating infection. But it should be realised that anti- 
histamines do not prevent complications, such as secon- 
dary sinus infection, when the cold has really developed. 
Clinical trials have been conducted by the Medical 
Research Council in an attempt to assess the value of 
antihistamines in the treatment of the common cold, 
but the report of the study is considerably less enthu- 
siastic than the earlier American observations. In 
addition, all antihistamines produce side-effects, some 
of which are very unpleasant, and with uncontrolled 
use there is always danger of overdosage. Further- 
more, these substances are comparatively recent 
chemo-therapeutic agents, and, since their pharmaco- 
logical action is not yet fully understood, we still 
require more information about their long-range 
toxicity. The idea that antihistamine treatment sho 
be carried out under direct medical supervision is 
probably a wise one. 
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Penicillin and Sulphonamides. 

Neither penicillin nor the sulphonamide drugs have 
poe Per on the course of duration of the ordinary 
m or acute common cold, but both are extremely 
valuable chemotherapeutic agents when employed to 
reduce the incidence of secondary invaders. 


~ Other Points. 

There is more than an element of truth in the old 
saying that “it takes a week to cure a cold, but it cures 
itself in seven days.” 

Avoidance of infection is practically impossible when 
mixing with other members of the community, but good 
ventilation and fresh air minimise the risk. 

Nose-blowing and sniffing during a cold are to be 
discouraged because they cause itive or negative 
pressures respectively, which lead to the forcing of 
the secretion into the sinuses and defeat the protective 
action of the cilia. It is better to expectorate the 
secretion if possible, but no harm appears to result 
from swallowing it. 

It is probably wise to suspect some underlying 
disease if colds are contracted frequently. Such under- 
lying trouble may be either local or general. 

Diabetic patients may find their insulin requirements 
are upset during a cold, and it is obvious that in these 
pr colds are to be avoided if at all possible. Colds 

ave been known to affect peptic ulcer patients, exacer- 
bation of the ulcer resulting. 

Although no specific drug to cure the common cold 
has been discovered as yet, the use of certain anal- 

esics, “ventilators” and febrifuges, combined with a 
ittle common sense, can do much to alleviate the 


symptoms. 
Coughs. 


The development of a hard, dry, irritating cough 
indicates a spread of inflammation to the larynx and 
bronchi. The usual prescription is the time-honoured 
expectorant, or a sedative linctus, antispasmodic or 
demulcent. 

Expectorants are substances used to assist bronchial 
secretion and give relief in dry cough and bronchitis. 
They act by increasing or liquefying the secretion from 
the respiratory passages and by promoting cough. 

The theory of expectorants is based on an imitation 
of the phenomenon which accompanies nausea when 
there is an increase in both salivary and bronchial 
secretion. This is due to the spread of stimuli to the 
secretory nerve endings in the respiratory tract by an 
over-active vagus nerve. In practice it is true that 
emetic doses of ipecacuanha given on an empty stomach 
cause vomiting, which clears away the mucus from the 
respiratory tract. Other drugs which, in emetic doses, 
act in the same indirect way through the stomach are 
squill, senega, tartar emetic, and ammonium salts. Drugs such 
as ammonium carbonate are described as stimulant expec- 
torants, and others like ipecacuanha depressant expec- 
torants because of their action on the cardio-vascular 
system. 

There appears to be no synergism between the 
various expectorant agents, and the need for a com- 
plicated cough mixture is, in any case, doubtful. 

The main objection to the modern version of an 
expectorant mixture is the question of dosage of the 
drugs used. Most prescriptions consist of expectorants 
in subemetic doses, and, unfortunately, there never has 
been any scientific evidence that such doses will reflexly 
produce even a mild degree of salivation and asso- 
ciated bronchial secretion. Moreover, any possibility of 
reflex action on the respiratory tract through the vagus 
nerve endings in the stomach is eliminated by allowing 
the drugs to mix with food and gastric juices, resulting 
in still further dilution of the dose. 


Sedatives. 

There is an increasing tendency to prescribe a mix- 
ture or linctus containing a drug such as codeine for 
the relief of hard, dry coughs. Codeine, morphine, and 
related substances depress the cough reflex very effica- 


caciously, and although codeine is less active than 
morphine, it does not cause addiction. In chronic bron- 
chitis, which necessitates prolonged treatment, there- 
fore, a codeine linctus is very useful since its efficacy 
never diminshes. 

Some opinion criticises the addition of these sedative 
drugs to expectorant mixtures, but this is not really 
illogical. The intention is to make the cough centre 
less sensitive whilst liquefying the sputum, the overall 
effect being to make the patient more comfortable. 


Antispasmodics. 

One cause of a persistent, hard, dry cough is bron- 
chial spasm, which is very common in cases of chronic 
bronchitis, and freedom from which results in a marked 
decrease in the amount of coughing. Relief from 
bronchospasm may be obtained from drugs like amino- 
phylline, ephedrine, and isoprenaline, which act by dilating 
the bronchioles. 

Demulcents. 

This class of cough mixture includes admixtures of 
drugs like syrup, tolu, and liquorice. They diminish the 
cough sensation by ponents the inflamed mucosa of 
the pharynx. iolent coughing may damage the 
mucous membrane of the larynx and soft palate, thus 
making a second focus of irritation which causes 
further coughing. Demulcents are, therefore, beneficial 
against nervous tickling coughs and “rawness.” 

It is interesting to note that the administration of 
simple syrup to patients with catarrhal conditions of 
the respiratory tract has been found to give complete 
relief from coughing for as much as a couple of hours. 
For the same reason, lozenges and pastilles, of which 
we have a comprehensive range, are often successful 
in allaying irritation. 

Comment. 

Very little is known of the pathogenesis of the 
common cold, but several factors appear to be involved 
in its cause and development. Primary responsibili 
appears to attach to an airborne, filtrable virus whi 
is “assisted” by secondary invaders already present as 
inhabitants of an irritated mucous membrane, It 
as yet impossible to be — as to which signs 
and symptoms are caused by primary or secondary 
infection. 

The cold virus may be, in a large community, con- 
stantly passing from one person to another, causing no 
symptoms or only absorbtive ones. A cold develops 
when this virus attacks a person in whom the resistance 
is low. From this type of subject it is dispersed in 
large amounts, and it appears that not many. persons 
“hold” the virus for a long time. The role of allergy 
in the common cold is a comparatively new line of 
investigation. 

As a result of pharmacological and therapeutic de- 
velopment during recent years, there have been many 
changes of fashion in prescribing. For many diseases, 
specific treatments are being used, the trend being 
away from “blunderbuss” preparations. For some 
reason, however, polypharmacy is still practised in 
many cases where a cough mixture is required. There 
is no doubt that some of the old mixtures are almost 
“fixtures” in the family medicine chest, but it seems 
likely that, although many provide some relief to 
irritant coughs, the prescriptions are, as a rule, un- 
necessarily elaborate. There is a growing doubt of the 
value of polypharmacy in coughs and colds, since a 
single drug is often equally effective. In any case, 
these polypharmaceutical preparations cannot meet the 
changing requirements of the various stages of a cough, 
and therefore are probably best avoided. 


AMIDOPYRINE AND AGRANULOCYTOSIS 


The following note appeared in The Retail Chemist, 
August, 1952, in the section “Progress in Therapy.” 

It is rather curious how amidopyrine has been singled 
out for attack as a dangerous drug on the strength of 
a comparatively small number of cases of agranulo- 
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cytosis, where there is in use today a number of drugs 
which are at least equally dangerous. It is about 20 
years ago since the scare started in this country, 
although similar observations had been made on the 
Continent some years previously. On the other hand, 
the consumption of amidopyrine there was very much 
greater than in this country, as it occupies much the 
same role as an analgesic as does aspirin in this country. 

The real cause for anxiety appeared to be that the 
drug was a very effective analgesic, and could be 
obtained without restriction either as a plain tablet 
or as a combination in a proprietary product. Con- 
sidering the amount of the drug used in Europe 
generally, the number of recorded cases of agranulo- 
cytosis is quite small; nevertheless the mortality rate 
was so high that the risk had to be seriously considered. 
Consequently the drug became less popular, and a 
number of proprietary preparations dropped it from 
their formulae. 

It has, however, persisted as an ingredient in a 
number of proprietary products, in combination with 
barbiturates, and there is no doubt that the combi- 
nation is a very effective one. A considerable number 
of such preparations are sold yearly, and one seldom 
hears of trouble on that account. One such tablet in 
particular has a considerable reputation amongst dental 
surgeons as a pre- and post-operative sedative, but, of 
enurse, under such conditions, only a single dose is 
given, and the tablet in question has a comparatively 
small amount of amidopyrine in it. 


One American manufacturer has reported a number 
of cases of agranciacysoms occurring in certain States, 
and compared it with the number of such tablets issued 
by them alone during the same period, and again it 
must be admitted that the risk appears to be very 
small. Sensitivity is particular to drug, and must 
be quite rare, as it has been estimated that in the 
U.S.A. during the year 1934 some 30 million prescrip- 
tions for the drug were dispensed in addition to over- 
the-counter demands in drug stores. 

There is a definite need for care on the part of the 

rescriber, as he has no means of ascertaining before- 

and whether the individual is sensitive to the drug; 

hence the need for him knowing that he is prescribing 
it. This statement may at first sight appear puerile. 
but in a recent contribution to the British Medical 
Journal the author admits that he did not know the 
contents of certain proprietary tablets which were in- 
dicated as a cause of agranulocytosis, and what is even 
more surprising, neither did the surgeon ordering them, 
nor his registrar and house surgeon. This raises the 
important act that many medical men prescribe “titles” 
with little or no knowledge of the contents of the 
preparation but only something of its effect. 


PHOSPHORATED HESPERIDIN 


The Inhibition of Hyaluronidase 

At a recent meeting of the American Chemical 
Society it was reported by Dr. J. Morton Beiler, Dr. 
Souren Avakian, R. K. ton and Dr. Gustav J. 
Martin that phosphorylated hesveridin has been found 
in animal experiments to have a powerful anti-hyaluro- 
nidase action. Hyaluronidase is a body fluid suspected 
of contributing to arthritis and to the weakening of 
blood vessels, and it plays an important role in regula- 
ting the “permeability” of various tissues. The drug 
is now undergoing preliminary tests on human beings 
suffering from such diseases as osteoarthritis, rheuma- 
toid arthritis and bursitis, but no results have been an- 
nounced as yet. 
_ Hyaluronidase has frequently been reported as being 
involved in certain pathological conditions, and some 
types of arthritis are believed to be associated with 
abnormal metabolism due to this enzyme. Moreover, 
it is believed that the beneficial action of cortisone may 


stem from its ability to inhibit the action of the 
enzyme. Similarly, the effect of the vitamin P group 
of compounds in maintaining the integrity of blood 
been linked with their ability to inhibit 
its effect. 


Hesperidin, from which the new drug is derived, is 
part of the basic chemical structure of the so-called 
vitamin P compounds, which are found in citrus fruits. 
However, many believe the compounds should not be 
classed as vitamins, since the exact identity of a sub- 
stance of a vitamin nature has not been established. 
Chemists reported that several other compounds 
chemically related to hesperidin were synthetised, and 
their effects on hyaluronidase were compared with 
those of phosphorylated hesperidin both in the test 
tube and in laboratory soleil. 


“Two methods were used for studying the action of 
the compounds in the body,” they said. “The first of 
these involved the measurement of the rate of spread- 
ing of a dye injected under the skin of rats. The 
spreading of the dye depends on the action of hyaluro- 
nidase, whose action permits it to pass through the 
tissues; if the enzyme is inhibited, the dye will spread 
more slowly than normally. This test was carried out 
both with and without injection of hyaluronidase. 
When hyaluronidase was injected with the dye spread- 
ing was facilitated; when it was not the rate of spread 
depended on the hyaluronidase already present in the 
skin of the animal. 

“The second test method used involved a study of the 
effect of the compounds on the permeability of the 
blood vessels of rabbits. If dyes of certain types are 
injected into the blood vessels of rabbits, they will 
normally not pass through the vessel walls and will 
remain in the blood stream. If, however, the blood 
vessels are injured by a substance such as chloroform, 
their permeability will be incfeased and the dye will 
pass through the walls and appear under the skin at the 
injured area. Vitamin P compounds will have a 
strengthening effect on the blood vessels in this test, 
and increase the time it takes for the dye to diffuse 
through the walls of the vessels.” 


In these investigations it was found that the com- 
pounds that had been synthesised all had inhibitory 
effects of varying degree. As in the case of hesperidin, 
phosphorylation of these compounds, which included 
hesperitin, rutin, quercetin and several others, in- 
creased their inhibitory powers against hyaluronidase. 
This was true in all the test tube experiments. 

Tests on blood vessel permeability, however, and on 
dye spreading when only the hyaluronidase already 
present in the body was involved, showed that phos- 
phorylated hesperidin alone was active. This was 
interpreted as indicating a difference in susceptibility 
to inhibition of the same enzyme when isolated in a 
test tube and when it represents an integral part of 
the body tissues. For the same reason, probably due 
to chemical structure, only the phosphorylated hes- 


peridin retains its potency against the enzyme in the 
body. It was concluded that “The demonstration that 
significant inhibition of hyaluronidase may occur in 
the body leads to the possibility of the use of specific 
hyaluronidase inhibitors as therapeutic agents in 
disease associated with malfunctioning of the enzyme. 
The Industrial Chemist,” October, 1952. 


MANUFACTURE OF CORTISONE ACETATE IW 
BRITAIN 


At a Press conference on November 11, Bayer Pro- 
ducts Ltd. announced that they had begun the manu- 
facture of cortisone acetate at their factory in West 
Molesey, Surrey. This is the first time that this drug 
has been produced in Britain. Since cortisone was first 
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used in medicine in 1949 all supplies have been im- 
ported from the U.S.A. 

The synthesis and manufacture of cortisone acetate 
hd pre is the result of collaborative research by Dr. 

. N. Suter, Dr. S. Archer and colleagues working under 
the direction of Dr. Maurice L. Tainter at the Sterling- 
Winthrop Research Institute, New York, and Mr. 
Miller and colleagues working under the direction of 
Mr. H. C. at the Bayer Laboratories in West 
Molesey, Surrey. The starting material used in Britain 
is a steroid substance derived from ox bile. 

In Britain all supplies of the drug are distributed by 
the Ministry of Health to selected hospital centres, so 
that the clinical evaluation can be carefully controlled. 
The company made its first delivery to the Ministry 
last month. By January next it should be manufac- 
turing one-third of British requirements, and by the 
middle of 1953 production is expected to exceed the 
amount being imported at the present time. Intensive 
research is continuing so that a more economical way 
can be found to produce the drug which has been found 
beneficial, particularly in cases of rheumatoid arthritis, 
acute rheumatic fever and Still’s disease. 

At the end of the conference mention was made of 
“Telepaque,” a new contrast medium for photographing 
the gall bladder. Its higher iodine content (66%) pro- 
vides distinct advantages over pheniodol (51%), the com-

RENEWED CHEMICAL MANUFACTURE IN 
GERMANY 


In anticipation of the release from Allied control 
due this month, Farbwerke Hoechst AG vormals Meister 
Lucius and Bruning, one of the three big successor 
companies to the IG Farben Trust, has laid extensive 
plans for its future work. The company employs 
14,400 workers in its own works. 

The production range of the group includés dyestuffs, 
textile and leather chemicals, tanning agents, inorganic 
chemicals, intermediates, acetic acid and compounds, 
solvents, plastics, synthetic resins, adhesives, softeners, 
cleaning and refrigeration agents, insecticides, fertilisers 
and pharmaceuticals. 

The predominance of chemicals manufactures as 
distinct from basic chemicals in the Hoechst group’s 
production range was responsible for the fact that last 
year no less than 40% of the total output (excluding 
the affiliated companies) were sold abroad. In the first 
half of 1952 domestic sales were maintained at the 
1951 level, but exports fell off by fully one-third, with 
the result that foreign customers are unlikely to absorb 
much more than one-quarter of the total output this 
year. Dyes still account for 42% of all exports, chemi- 
cals for 30%, pharmaceuticals for 17%, and agricultural 
chemicals for 11%. Total sales in the home and foreign 
markets amounted to DM243.2 million in January-July, 
1952, a decline by over 10% compared with the corre- 
sponding period of 1951. This is said to be more 
favourable than the experience of other German manu- 
facturers. 

Research work of the group is being concentrated 
on dyestuffs and intermediates, pharmaceuticals and 
sera, solvents, plastics and waxes. me attention is also 
being devoted to refrigeration agents, agricultural plant 
protection, synthetic fibres and textile auxiliaries. The 
production of antibiotics was recently extended by work 
on Omnacillin. In the plastics field a number of vinyl 
acetate derivatives have been included into the pro- 
duction range. Great hopes are being entertained for 
polytrifluorochloroethylene, marketed under the trade 
name of Hostafion. number of scientific workers 
employed is 350, and 4% of the sales proceeds were 
spent on research work last year. 


It would appear that the new organisational setup 
meets all essential needs. The factory at Offenbach, 
well known for its range of naphthol dyestuffs, will 
effectively supplement the dyestuffs production at 
Heechst. Lech-Chemie is expected to supply Hoechst 
with substantial quantities of chlorine for the chlori- 
nation of methane. Great value is attached to the 
camphor plant of Gersthofen, one of the largest in the 
world, and the production there of synthetic waxes. 
The works at Knapsack will shortly start the production 
of elementary phosphorus. Bobingen, finally, will 
supply increasing quantities of fully synthetic fibres.— 
“Chemical and Engineering News,” October 20, 1952. 


NEW SULPHURIC ACID PLANT, 
PORT ADELAIDE, S.A. 


The new contact sulphuric acid plant being con- 
structed at Port Adelaide, South Australia, will produce 
94% H.SO, and will have a capacity equivalent to 300 
tons of 100% H.SO, per day. The plant, of Simon- 
Carves-Monsanto design, will cost approximately 
£2,000,000, and production of acid is scheduled for the 
end of 1954. 


Because of the need to develop the use of local 
sulphur-bearing materials, the plant has been designed 
to produce SO, by roasting irca pyrite mined at Nairne, 
34 miles from Adelaide. After mining, the ore will be 
concentrated to yield a product containing approxi- 
mately 42% sulphur, which will then be railed to Port 
Adelaide. 


At the acid plant concentrates will be dried to a 
maximum of 0.5% moisture in two rotary dryers and 
then air classified. Particles over 60 mesh size will be 
ground in a ball mill. Roasting of the concentrates 
will be effected in three Nichols-Freeman flash roasters. 
The exhaust gas, containing about 11% SO., will leave 
the roaster at about 1000°C. It then will pass through 
a waste heat boiler, some of the dust being collected 
in a conical hopper at the bottom. Boiler exit gas will 
pass through a dust collector of the multi-cyclone 
some of the cleaned gas being then recirculated to 
roaster and the rest being taken directly to the washing 
system of the sulphuric acid plant. 


The iron oxide particles, which will contain less than 
1% sulphide sulphur, will be discharged from the 
furnace, the boiler, and the dust collector outlet hop- 
pers, and mechanically conveyed to a cinder bunker 
for disposal. 


After leaving the multi-cyclones, the partially cleaned 
roaster gas will then pass through three electrostatic 
dust precipitators in parallel. as leaving the dust 

recipitators will be cooled in two humidifying towers 
in parallel, followed by two cooling in washing towers. 
The humidifying towers will be unpacked, and the gas 

ill be cooled from 350°C. to 90°C. by weak acid circu- 
lating over the tower. The second towers will be 
packed with acid-resisting rings, and a similar weak 
acid circulation over these towers will cool the gas 
down to 35°C. The weak acid from all four towers 
will be cooled in lead cooling tanks in which will be 
mounted lead cooling coils through which river water 
will circulate, 


The cooled washed gas will pass thro a bank of 
electrostatic mist precipitators for removal of acid mist 
entrained in the gas. To remove the last traces of 
moisture from the clean SO., the gas will pass through 
a drying tower packed with acid-resisting rings, over 
which 94% sulphuric acid is to be pumped. 


Oxidation will take place in a large four-pass con- 
verter at approximately 450°C. To reach this tempe- 
rature, the SO., is to be preheated in heat exchangers 
by hot SO, from the converter.—Chemistry and In- 
dustry, November 29, 1952.

DISPENSING PROBLEMS 
Sodium Alginate Muctleges. 


Some pharmacists seem to have experienced difficulty 
in making a mucilage (aqueous) of Sodium Alginate 
(of strength of about 4%)—an intractable mass resulting. 


The best method is:— 

1. Mix the Sodium Alginate with a little glycerin 
to make a smooth paste in a large hot mortar. 

2. Add posuly in fairly large amounts boiling or 
nearly boiling water. 

3. Stir until all dissolved. Strain through gauze. 


A mucilage of this stren is used in surgery. The 
Sodium Alginate solution is painted over the wound 
first, followed by a solution of 2% Calcium Chloride. 
A very thick collodion-like protective varnish is ob- 
tained, which does not, however, become hard as does 
collodion. 

This protective coating stays on for about 36 hours. 
It is then removed before redressing wound.

Cellulose “Eye Lubricant.” 

A matter which may be of interest occurred in my 
pharmacy. 

A customer who has an artificial eye had been using 
a proprietary eye lotion as an eye bath for this eye 
socket. ey the socket had become sore and dry, 
and her usual lotion and others of similar type had 
failed to give relief. 

The customer came into my pharmacy and told me 
she had seen her doctor regarding the matter, and he 
suggested she contact her chemist regarding a “Cellu- 
lose Eye Lubricant”—the formula of which he did not 
know. 

I supplied her with some methyleellulose-saline sus- 
pension, and have since been advised that this gave 
complete relief. 

The formula used was:— 

Carboxymethylcellulose .. 1.0

-Paint Remover for Ointment Tubes. 


The following formula is excellent for removing 
printed labelling from tin tubes, metal caps, etc.:—

Such a solvent is very effective if the printed metal is immersed 
in the liquid for a few moments to soften the paint.

This drug is rarely used in eye work. The recent 
B.P.C. gives a strength 1%. A reference for the use 
in a 5% concentration was found in an older edition of 
Martindale. 

I made up the 5% solution, using the B.P.C. 1949 
vehicle of normal saline, but found there was a rather 
heavy precipitate. 

Assuming that a “common ion” incompatibility might 
be the cause, I remade the 2 tae Seopa (much to my 
dislike in having to waste the Ethylmorphine), omitting 
the sodium chloride of the B.P.C. Anam, tg 

A clear solution resulted, which was then passed 
through a sintered glass filter.

PHARMACY AND PHARMACOLOGY?

Associate in Pharmacy and Pharmacology at the Medi- 
cal School of the University of Pennsylvania. 


{The writer, who graduated in pharmacy at the University of 
Géttingen, Germany, in 1924, has been on the staff of the Phila 
delphia College since 1937. As the question of the incorporation 
of pharmacology studies in pharmacy courses is as topical a ques- 
tion in Australia as it is in Germany, it is felt that the follow- 
ing translation of portion of an article which she contributed to 
the “Pharmazeutische Zeitung-Nachrichten, Hamburg, August 15, 
ror] 1” be of interest to Australian readers. (Translation by 
IG. 


In the American course of studies, which has not un- 
dergone any changes since 1932, great importance is 
attached to thorough training in pharmaco ogy. This 
subject is certainly not a mere “introductory lecture,” 
but involves a two-year theoretical course of two ai 
three hours weekly respectively, taken in the third 
and fourth years of the course. It is a major subject. 
Some institutions also provide a course of laboratory 
work, which may soon become compulsory in all phar- 
maceutical teaching institutions, movements concerned 
with revision of the syllabus being in full swing here 
also. But that is not al’. To be able to understand 
pharmacology, ie., the action of drugs in the body 
it is essential that the student should be grounded 
in anatomy, zoology and physiology. This is catered 
for by a one-year course, during the first year of 
studies, in zoology (lectures and practical work) includ- 

the anatomy of the vertebrates. In the second 
year of the course, three hours of lectures per week 


are devoted to human von Agee The pharmacology 
comes after all this. With all this prior training, the 
course can hardly be merely a superficial one. Written 
examinations are conducted four times a year and at 
the end of the four-year course, there is a comprehen- 
sive examination covering the whole of the pharma- 
cology taught in the two years. For a German, it is 
very hard to form a conception of this difficult course 
of studies. Every German who wishes to practise phar- 
macy in the United States must do the subjects, and 
very often there are difficulties in this. But, given 
the right approach to this subject, it is clear why 
pharmacology is a “must.” 


The well-known pharmacologist, Eichholtz, has in- 
dicated the importance of pharmacology to the phar- 
macist and in his justification, referred to the formu- 
lation of the professional duties of the pharmacist found 
in American journals. In fact, the main interests of 
the retailing pharmacist are said to lie in the advising 
of physicians. In view of the deluge of new _pro- 
prietaries which floods all countries, it is impossible for 
the physician to keep himself informed, and, more and 
more, he seeks the advice and help of the pharmacist 
where new remedies are concerned. Of course, the 
pharmacist must avoid advising the patient; tact and 
sense of ethics will dictate the terms of his approach. 
The physician is visited by representatives of many 
pharmaceutical manufacturing firms, and, because of 
competition, often receives only biased information. 
The pharmacist has access to more balanced informa- 
tion. Today, the position is that the manufacture of 
remedies has, to a large extent, shifted from the 
chemist’s dispensary to the factory laboratory. Phar- 
maceutical proprietaries have markedly changed phar- 
maceutical practice Therefore it is incumbent on the 
pharmacist to be better informed about the mode of 
action of remedies, or he would automatically descend 
to the status of a “shopkeeper” who has only to count 
out a certain number of tablets and transfer them from 
an original pack or stock bottle into a box. 


The American physician is very conscious of the fact 
that he can no longer keep pace with the flood of new 
prceameteese. In order to able to converse intel- 
igently and professionally with the physician, the phar- 
macist ‘must be familiar with correct medical termi- 
nology, and, since, today, only about 15 to 20 per 
cent, of all prescriptions require compounding, the phar- 
macist must transfer his attention to another sphere, 
which will become more and more that of advising the 
physician. For this, the scientific basis provided by 
pharmacology is indispensable. If this should be over- 
ooked or neglected, in the reform of the curriculum, 
as being “not so important,” the pharmacist will assume 
more the stamp of a technician than of a professional 
man. 


Since the writer has experienced both German and 
American training, her emphasis on pharmacology might 
carry some weight. Very close ties exist between the 
medical faculty of the University of Pennslyvania and 
the independent Philadelphia College of Pharmacy and 
Science, the writer’s lectures on pharmacology to medi- 
cal students including, inter alia, a course on prescrip- 
tion writing and related practical pharmaceutical rant 
lems. A clear indication that the two professions must 
= work hand in hand in the interests of the 
patient.

Federal Education Talks 


oa February the President of N.U.P.S.A., Mr. 
Brian illiams, was invited to address the Federal! 
Education Conference delegates upon the Aims and 
Objects of the National Union. He spoke for 25 minutes, 
giving appropriate emphasis to the policies on pharma- 
ceutical education. The Executive wish to express to 
the Committee of Management their appreciation of this 
opportunity to outline the activities of the National 
Student body. The actual education policy of 


..N.U.P.S.A., ratified unanimously by all constituent 
organisations, and published in the “A.J.P.,” November. 
1951, had been previously submitted in writing to the 
, conference. 


Aims and Objects of the National Union of Pharmacy 
Students of Australia. 


Here now is the main substance of the President's 
address to delegates at the Federal Conference on 
Pharmaceutical ucation, held in Adelaide, from Feb- 
ruary 7 to 9., 

The brief history of the organisation illustrates the 
aims and objects so forcibly tnat it will be as weli to 
recall the foundation work. The real conception of 
N.U.P.S.A. lies within a letter written by the then 
President of the Sydney University Pharmaceutical 
Society, Mr. Les Cashen. This letter was written on 
November 1, 1946, and posted to the student associa- 
tions in each State. It outlined the author’s knowledge 
of the educational requirements in each State and the 

eneral Pharmaceutical set-up. The letter expresses 

view that Pharmacy was urgently in need of a spirit 
of co-operation, especially at the Federal level, and it 
affirmed that students must assume a certain amount 
of responsibility for ther own future pharmaceutical 
education. This was a matter on which students could 
well assist Pharmacy, as present conditions and car- 
ricula were at their we rode: Be and the interchange of 
information at student level would be valuable. The 
proposal embodied in the letter was that each student 
association should send a delegate to the University 
student congress and present to a gathering of dele- 
gates a comprehensive report on all aspects of educa- 
tional requirements and also a report on the student 
association. 

These proposals fired the enthusiasm of students in 
four States and resulted in a meeting of delegates from 
Queénsland, New South Wales and South Australia, on 
January 7, 1947. The report on educational require- 
ments drafted at that time was granted wide considera- 
tion and comment, being the most comprehensive sub- 
mitted until then. Thus, it was that the students in 
each State of their own initiative subscribed to the idea 
of a National Student body, and thus it was that the 
problem of widely varying educational conditions and 
requirements in Australia came to be the subject of 
a five-State conference of students delegates. 

The success of the January talks encouraged the in- 
stigators to pursue the idea of a National Student Body. 
The Presidential address, delivered to the 1947 Annual 
General Meeting of Sydney Pharmaceutical Students, 
contained a further glimpse of the basic ideals behind 
the formation of N.U.P.S.A. It read:— 

“The tendency in the organisation of Pharmaceutical 
bodies in Australia is towards Federalisation, and :t 
is in this field that students can pay their debt to Phar- 
macy. That co-operation and discussion is possible be- 
tween Student ociations has been amply demon- 
strated by the recent Hobart Conference, and the way 
now lies open as never before for a permanent liaison 
between the State Pharmaceutical Students’ Associations. 
I put it to you that a Federal Association of Pharma- 
ceutical Students is most desirable. 


“Many arguments may be advanced in favour of such 
an organisation not the least of which is the fact that 
it appears certain that a Commonwealth Pharmaceu- 
tical Act will soon be implemented. Pharmacy will be 
forced to organise on a National basis, and students 
should not be the last to do so. Again, because of the 
desire for a uniform education for all Australian Phar- 
macy students, students organised on a National basis 
can effectively emphasise the difference between the 
present varied systems of education.” 


The efficiency and clarity of vision of this early work, 
undertaken by Les Cashen, a student and for students, 
finally bore fruit in the following expression of the 
Aims and Objects of the National Union of Pharmaceu- 
tical Students, which was constituted in January, 1945. 
They are as follows:— 


(a) To — the status, rights and privileges and 
romote the interests of all members of the National 
nion. 

(b) To seek the establishment of uniform conditions 
relating to the course of study and qualifications for 
registration of pharmacists throughout Australia. 


(c) To promote understanding between student orga- 
nisations and such bodies as are concerned with the 
practice of Pharmacy. 

(d) To co-operate and affiliate with such organisa- 
tions as would, in the opinion of the National Council, 
further the objects and aims of the National Union. 


Policy. 

From that time the history of N.U.P.S.A. has been 
a catalogue of sincere and vigorous attempts to trans- 
late these basic ideals into realistic and balanced poli- 
cies upon the various aspects of Pharmacy as they in- 
fluence the future of the students and the students of 
the future. Such policies may be listed as our im- 
mediate aims. It will be as well to point out that the 
Constituent Organisations, by their membership, are 
committed to support the National Union in its attempts 
to attain its ends. When, and if a Constituent feels 
that a policy does not align itself to these aims, or is 
an ineffective or damaging policy then non-ratification 
absolves it from further participation in that regard. 
Thus the work of N.U.P.S.A. is dependent on the sup- 
port of the students of Australia, and the assessment 
of our efficiency in attaining their aims is an asSessment 
by the students of Australia. 


Pharmaceutical Education. 

The dissatisfaction of the students with their widel 
varied systems of training was the main factor which 
resulted in the foundation of N.U.P.S.A. The first meet- 
ing drafted the survey of conditions and subsequent 
conferences considered many motions on various aspects 
of the problem, and finally, in 1951, the collective 
thoughts and opinions of the students of Australia on 
Pharmaceutical education were condensed into the policy 
which has been submitted, in writing to the Adelaide 
educational discussions. There have been two aspects 
of our consideration of educational problems: The broad 
policy for the future and the immediate needs and in- 
justices in the various States. 

(a) The Future.—For the future, then it is our aim 
to co-operate in any way possible to ensure that the 
courses of Pharmaceutical education in Australia are 
standardised and improved in any way which will en- 
sure that Pharmacy may come to occupy, for the first 
time, its logical end important position amongst the

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sult of six years’ work on a Federal level. They are 
put forward urgently and in the hope that the interest 
fostered at student level will augur well for the future; 
a future in which the students are more vitally con- 
cerned than anyone in Pharmacy, for they alone are 
committed to a working lifetime in the profession. 


(b) The Present.—The National Union is not unaware 
of the obligation to represent the interests of the stu- 
dents wherever injustices and anomalies exist at the 
present time. Where such problems apply only to the 
one State the Constituent concerned is assured of full 
support. It is our aim therefore to urge the appro- 
priate authorities to consider the injustices inherent 
in the payment of premiums, in the condition of country 
students and such other problems. On the Federal level 
it is our aim to emphasise the fact that the most ob- 
vious gap in the present-day training of the Pharma- 
cist results from the fact that many masters ignore 
completely their responsibilities to the trainee; the fact 
that practically no merchandising or business prac- 
tice is gained during apprenticeship and often the busi- 
ness practices acquired are faulty and inadequate; the 
fact that few masters foster an intezvest in the profes- 
sional a t of pharmacy; the fact that few masters 
instruct the trainee even in the correct use of the Guild 
pricing systems. Indeed, the fact that the tremendous 
potential of the hundreds of students who enter Phar- 
macy each year is to a very large extent dissipated by 
the adverse influences which operate in the places of 
apprenticeship. 

ese facts are the urgent concern of the students 
because they concern our future. What prospect is 
afforded us for the future when the training is inade- 
quate for even the normal requirements of present-day 
practice? What hope is there for the development of 
Pharmacy to true professional status? It is our aim 
to emphasise the shortcomings of the present system, 
for these problems are vitally ours, and it is our con- 
cern which has given birth to a National Student body 
to urge more powerfully, to seek Federal co-operation 
and acquaint ourselves more closely with the problems 
which will be ours for the next 50 years. 


Congress. 

Another important aspect of National Union work is 
the fostering of good relationships between the States 
and the Congress held in association with the 1953 
Council meetings is a very concrete achievement in 
this field. It was made possible by the hard work and 
spirited co-operation of the Victorian Pharmacy Stu- 
dents’ Association. Work has already begun to ensure 
the success of the 1954 Congress, which will be held in 
Queensland. Such Congresses will cement student 
friendships, which augur well for the future of Fede- 
ral Pharmacy, a future which is now so closely bound 
with that of Pharmacy in Australia. 


Social. 


There are agg 20 who would have a student organisa- 
tion a purely social affair; a glee club, exclusive to 
students of Pharmacy. That, of course, is quite im- 
possible. Wherever any section of Pharmacy congre- 
gates there is bound to be a sprinkling of “shop.” If, 
by virtue of discussions held at student level, every 
student could enter pharmacy with a high regard for 
his responsibilities in By ty va then why should such 
discussions be curtailed in favour of social activities? 
Anyone who was present at National Council meetings 
would know of the capacity of students to combine 
serious work with social gaiety, It is inappropritae and 
unthinkable to suggest that this capacity should be 
ignored for no reason other than to provide a purely 
social round. If such a suggestion were adopted how 
would the student, transformed overnight to a phar- 
macist, be equipped overnight to assume the full re- 
sponsibilities of being a pharmacist. We believe that 
such nsibilities involve more than merely scrap- 
ing off other chap’s label before applying your own 
and removing your sign when you leave the premises. 


It is our aim then to ensure that to become a student 
of pharmacy shall be to become an immediately effec- 
tive and thinking member of a professional body, to 
maintain an interest in every aspect of that body and 
to use the facilities of properly constituted associations 
to express these thoughts. The social occasions, excel- 
lent as they are, remain purely incidental, but appro- 
priate adjuncts to this aim. 


International. 

N.U.P.S.A. is a foundation member of the Inter- 
national Pharmaceutical Students’ Association and has 
maintained overseas representatives for several years. 
Because of this the fecilities of the student exchange 
system are open to N.U.P.S.A. members and to young 

harmacists travelling to Great Britain and the Con- 
inent. 


The affiliation has also been valuable in that much 
information on Pharmaceutical education overseas has 
been gained by the I-P.S.F. survey. Through LP.S.F. 
it is hoped to contact student organisations in the South 
Pacific zone and thus foster relations with those 
countries to our North. Accordingly, it has been our 
aim to urge the Pharmaceutical Association to instigate 
an investigation of the position of Pharmacy in these 
areas, bearing in mind the possibilities of assistance 
through the Colombo Plan. e consider the Plan to 
be an acknowledgement of our obligation, as a nation, 
to the peoples in the under-developed countries to our 
North, and therefore professionally we are obliged to 
exchange technical information and provide technical 
assistance to these peoples. 


Conclusion. 


No attempt has been made to catalogue the com- 
lete aims and objects of the National Union. The 
oregoing material represents an attempt to expound 
the basic ideals behind the formation and future work 
of the organisation and to give some idea of the po- 
tentialities of a National Student Organisation. It is 
very appropriate that such an attempt should be made 
at a time when Federal talks on Pharmaceutical 
has focussed attention on a problem which has con- 
cerned us since our inception and at a time when a 
five-State congress of student delegates has so amply 
demonstrated the wisdom and foresight of our founders. 


Adelaide University Pharmaty Students’ Association. 

Students have not yet resumed at the Varsity, and 
A.U.P.S.A. is still in recess, so there are no activities 
of a Pharmaceutical nature to report. Adelaide stu- 
dents present at Point Lonsdale are giving glowing re- 
ports of Congress, and expect a good representation at 
next year’s Congress in Queensland. 


Queensland Pharmacy Students’ Society. 

The Queensland College of Pharmacy re-opened on 
February 2. Lectures were not immediately resumed, 
but all students received “pep” talks from student 
representatives. Miss Elizabeth-Ann Thomlinson spoke 
to students re N.U.P.S.A. and the Text Book Concession 
Scheme. She received names immediately of all stu- 
dents interested in buying books allotted to them for 
the first quarter. 


Publicity has commenced by enthusiastic students 
who attended Congress in Victoria for Congress, 1954, 
to be held in Queensland. 

Sydney University Pharmacy Students’ Association. 

Plans are being made by the S.U.P.A. Committee for 
Orientation Week. A sub-committee has been formed 
to organise the details. Students (ie, freshers) are 
invited to the University on at least two mornings to 
hear talks from their lecturers to-be, the President of 
S.U.P.A., and a N.U.P.S.A. Executive.

TREATMENT FOR WHEAT ENGORGEMENT IN 
HORSES 


Harvest time usually brings reports of valuable horses 
dying, or being unable to work for some time, through 
gorging themselves on wheat. Usually the horse is 
found eating the wheat, and when signs of abdominal 
pain are obvious there is little doubt of their cause. 

The object of treatment, says the Principal Veterinary 
Officer (Mr. R. M. Watts) is to remove the impacted 
mass from the stomach. Death is caused by a poison 
formed by the wheat and it is necessary to counteract 
this with an alkali, such a bicarbonate of soda. 

Contrary to popular opinion, the horse should be 
allowed to drink as much water as he wants. The 
stomach will not be ruptured. 

The following treatment should be carried out if it 
is not possible to obtain the services of a qualified 
veterinarian :— 

Give four ounces of bicarbonate of soda dissolved in 
one pint of water. Follow this with four to eight 
ounces of epsom salts and half an ounce of ground 
ginger dissolved in one pint of water. If this mixture 
eannot be obtained one to two ounces of salt in a pint 
of water might be given. 

The bicarbonate of soda and water may be repeated 
in two hours, and continued at three-hourly intervals 
if necessary. Enemas, using large quantities of soapy 
water, might be administered. 

The well-known practice of standing affected horses 
in shallow water seems to have some value in prevent- 
ing founder, which is a frequent sequel to engorgement 
with wheat.

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Goodwill and Taxation 


Taxation of Leasehold Premiums — 1952 Amendments

The complexity of the law on this subject is generally appreciated. and, for the purpose of having the soundest 
possible advice available for reference, Pharmaceutical Defence Limited has obtained the opinion of eminent 
Queen‘s Counsel as to the effects of the amendments introduced into Division 4 of Part III of the Income Tax and 
Social Services Contribution Assessment Act 1936-1951 by the Amending Act (No. 90, of 1952), Copies of this 
opinion are held by the P.D.L. offices in all States. The knowledge gained by Counsel's opinion is such as to 
warrant repetition of the advice published on a number of occasions previously, that anyone who contemplates 
selling a pharmacy should first consult a specialist in taxation recommended by the P.D.L. 


In this issue we reprint below a further series of the notes prepared by Mr. J. A. L. Gunn and published in 


Where Lessee Disposes of Goodwill or Licence. 


New s. 85 (2) provides that where, in the year of 
income, a taxpayer disposes, by sale or otherwise, of 
goodwill or a licence in respect of @ business carried 
on upon land a lease of which is granted, assigned or 
surrendered by him, op | premium paid by him to ac- 
quire that goodwill or licence is (subject to the other 
pew of s. 85) an allowable deduction. New s. 85 
3) provides, in effect, that the deduction allowable 
under s. 85 (2) in respect of a Po paid by the 
taxpayer to acquire the goodwill or licence shall be 
reduced by so much (if any) of the premium as has 
been allowed or is allowable as a deduction under 
Division 4 or its predecessors. 


It will be observed that, under the above provisions, 
the deduction is limited to any unrecouped “premium” 
paid to acquire the goodwill or licence. hus, if a 
taxpayer had purchased the goodwill or licence of a 
business carried on upon leasehold premises for a sum 
which was a “premium” under the relevant law at the 
time of that purchase, the vendor would have been 
assessable in respect of that premium and the pur- 
chaser would have been entitled to a sinking fund de- 
duction to the extent provided by s. 88. If the pur- 
chaser, in turn, disposes of the goodwill or licence 
(whether for valuable consideration or otherwise), any 
unrecou _premium paid by him will be an allow- 
able deduction. If, on the other hand, the amount paid 
for the goodwill or licence did not answer the descrip- 
tion of a “premium,” the purchaser would not be en- 
titled to any deduction under s, 85 (2) in respect of 
the amount so paid if he subsequently disposed of the 
goodwill or licence. This is so, even if the purchaser 
resold the goodwill or licence for a premium which was 
assessable in his hands. These statements may be best 
illustrated by the following series of examples. 


Where Taxpayer Buys Goodwill or Licence for a 
Premium and Sells for a Premium. 


On July 1, 1950, A assigned to B a lease of business 
premises, the unexpired period of the lease at that 
time being five years. A also assigned to B the good- 
will of the business carried on by him on those pre- 
mises for a cash consideration of £5000. The goodwill 
was “local”, and, therefore, the sum of £5000 was a 
“premium” as defined by s. 83 (1) of the 1936-1951 
Act. Accordingly, A was assessable in respect of the 
sum of £5000, and B_ was entitled to an annual de- 
duction under s. 88 (1) of £1000 for the term of five 
years ended June 30, 1955. 


On July i, 1955, B resold the goodwill to € for a 
consideration of £2500. B and C elected under new s.

C would not be entitled to a sinking fund deduction 
under s. 88 (1) in respect of the £2 paid by him 
to B, nor would that sum be an allowable deduction 
under s. 85 (2) if he, in turn, disposed of the goodwill. 


Where Taxpayer Buys Goodwill or Licence for a Pre- 
mium and Disposes of It Without Valuable 
Consideration. 


On July 1, 1950, A assigned to B a lease of busi- 
ness premises with an unexpired term of ten years, 
together with the goodwill attached to those premises, 
the consideration for the goodwill being £10,000. On 
July 1, 1953, B assigned the lease and goodwill to his 
son, C, by way of gift. 


B will have been allowed an instalment deduction 
under s. 88 (1) of £1000 in each of the three income 
years ended June 30, 1951, 1952 and 1953. He will 
also be entitled to a deduction under s. 85 (2) of the 
unrecouped premium, £7000, in his assessment of in- 
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come year ended June 30, 1954. His son, C, will not 
be entitled to any deduction in respect of the good- 
will acquired from B. 


Where T yer Buys Goodwill or Licence for a Sum 
Which is Not a Premium and Resells for a Premium. 


_ On July 1, 1953, B acquires from A a lease of busi- 
ness premises with an unexpired term of ten years, 
together with the goodwill attached to the premises, 

the consideration for the goodwill being £10,000. As 

the sale from A to B took place after December 31, 1952, 

and as the parties did not elect under s. 83a that the 

consideration of £10,000 should be treated as a pre- 
mium, A is not assessable in respect of the sum of 
£10,000 and B is not entitled to any deduction in re- 

spect of that sum under either s. 85 or s. 88. 


On July 1, 1955, B re-assigns the above lease to C 
and sells the goodwill to him for £15,000. B and C 
elect under s. 83, that the consideration of £15,000 
shall be treated as a premium. Accordingly, B’s asses- 
sable income of income year ended June 30, 1956, will 
include the sum of £15,000, and, as previously stated, 
B will not be entitled to any deduction under s. 85 in 
respect of the sum of £10, paid by him to A to 
acquire the goodwill. 


C will be entitled to a deduction under s. 88 (1) of 
£1875 (£15,000 +- &) for each of the eight years ended 
June 30, 1956, to 1963, inclasive. 


Which is Not a Premium and Re-sells It for a Sum 
Which is Not a Premium. 


Assume the same set of facts as in the last pre- 
ceding exumple, except that B and C do not elect under 
8. 83a that the price of the goodwill sold on July 1, 
1955, £15,000, shall be treated as a “premium.” 


A, as before, is not assessable in respect of the 
£10,000 received by him from B, and B is not entitled 
to any deduction in respect of that sum under either 
s. 85 or s. 88. B is not assessable in respect of the 
£15,000 received by him from C, and C is not entitled 
to any deduction in respect of that sum. 


The above is probably the normal class of case in 
respect of sales of goodwill made after December 31, 
1952. Nevertheless, the question whether or not the 
consideration will be treated as an assessable premium 
will be decided by the parties in the light of their in- 
dividual circumstances, and that decision will be re- 
flected in the price paid for the goodwill. In some cir- 
cumstances, e.g., where the vendor is entitled to a 
deduction of substantial losses of previous years, it 
may be satisfactory to the parties to make the election 
to treat the consideration as assessable, when, because 
of those losses or other factors, the vendor will, in fact, 
have little or no tax to pay and the purchaser will be 
entitled to the sinking fund deduction under s. 88. 


Again, the vendor may carry on a business of traf- 
ficking in businesses, in which case the consideration 
for the sale of goodwill would form part of the pro- 
ceeds of a business conducted by him, and thus would 
be assessable, whether or not such consideration an- 
swered the description of a premium. In this class 
of case, the vendor (and, needless to say, the pur- 
chaser) would be prepared to make the election under 
s. 83a, particularly where such decision is reflected in 
an enhanced price. 


Personal Goodwill Acquired on or Before De- 
cember 31, 1952, and Sold After That Date. 


A sum received under an agreement for the sale 
of “personal” goodwill made on or before December 
31, 1952, is not, in on A circumstances, a i 

the other hand, sales of both local and personal 
oo may be the subject of an election under s. 


Thus, for e le, where an accountant bought a 
practice before ber 31, 1952, and sold it after 
that date, he would be assessable in respect of the 
sale price if he (and the purchaser) make the election 
under s. 83a, but would receive no deduction in re- 
spect of the sum paid by him to acquire the practice. 

One of the most important reforms brought about 
by the 1952 amendments is the elimination of any dif- 
ference in treatment, for taxation purposes, between 
considerations for local and personal goodwill under 
sale agreements made after mber 31, 1952. The 
amendments will put an end to the flood of litigation 
as to whether or not a particular goodwill is “attached 
to or connected with the land.” e. Act now leaves 
the decision to the parties as to whether the goodwill 
consideration is to be treated as assessable, and this is 
so whether the goodwill be personal or loeal. 


Sales of Goodwill Associated with Tenancies of 
Indefinite Duration. 


On July 1, 1953, A sold to B for £2000 the goodwill 
of a business carried on by A under a weekly tenancy. 
If A and B do not make the election under s. 83, to 
treat the consideration as a premi A will not be 
assessable in respect of the sum of £ , and B will 
not be entitled to any deduction under either s. 85 
or s. 88. If A and B make the election, A’s assessable 
income will include the £2000. It is for B then to 
decide whether to make the election under s. 88 (5). 
If he sc decides, the deemed period of the lease is two 
years from July 1, 1953, so that B will be entitled to 
a deduction of £1000 for each of the two years ended 
June 30, 1954, and 1955. If he refrains from making 
the election under s. 88 (5), he will not receive any 
sinking fund deduction under s. 88 in respect of the 
£2000 paid by him. However, as that sum is a “pre- 
mium” because of the election under s. 83a, if B re- 
sells the goodwill, he will be entitled to a deduction of 
the whole of that amount in the income year in which 
the goodwill is sold. This is so whether or not B re- 
sells the goodwill for an assessable premium, i.e., 
whether or not the parties to the resale make the 
election under s. 83a. 


\ 
Deduction on Assignment or Surrender of a Lease in 
Respect of Sums Paid for Improvements. 


_ New s. 85 (1) provides that where,-in the year of 
income, a taxpayer assigns or surrenders a lease, any 
amount which has been paid by him, inter alia, in 
effecting improvements upon land which is the subject 
of the lease is, subject to the other provisions of s. 85, 
an allowable deduction. 


Where a taxpayer satisfies the conditions im by 
s. 88 (2), he is entitled to a sinking fund deduction 
calculated by mene the expenditure over the un- 
expired period of the lease. These improvements are 
referred to hereafter as “covenanted improvements.” 
Where, and to the extent that, the conditions imposed 
by s. 88 (2) are not satisfied, the taxpayer is not en- 
titled to the sinking fund deduction provided by that 
sub-section. These improvements are referred to here- 
after as “uncovenanted improvements.” 

If, during the currency of the lease, the taxpayer 
assigns or surrenders a lease of land on which he has 
erected covenanted improvements, he is entitled to a 
deduction of the cost of those improvements, reduced 
by so much of that amount as has been allowed as a 
sinking fund deduction in his assessments. If the im- 
provements were uncovenanted, he would receive a de- 
duction of the whole of the cost thereof. 


Example: 

M grants a lease to N on July 1, 1950, for 20 years, 
and receives a premium therefor of £4000. N covenants 
to erect, and does erect on July, 1, 1951, improvements 
costing £5700 to which N has no tenant rights. N 
also erects on April 30, 1953, uncovenanted improve-

Deduction on Assignm 
out Valuable Consideration—Where 
Effected Improvements. 


Under repealed s. 65 (1) (a) (ii) a deduction was 
allowed on the assignment or surrender of a lease of 
the unrecouped cost of improvements only where a 
“premium” was included in the lessee’s assessable in- 
come under s. 84 in connection with such assignment 
or surrender. This was so, even though the premium 
was a nominal sum. Under new s. 85 (1), this condi- 
tion is not imposed in respect of leases assigned or 
surrendered during income year ended June 30, 1953, 
and subsequent years. Thus, if the lessee assigns or 
surrenders his lease and receives no consideration in 
connection therewith, he is, nevertheless, entitled to a 
deduction under new s. 85 (1) in the year of assign- 
ment or surrender of the unrecouped cost of improve- 
ments, whether covenanted or uncovenanted, together 
with the unrecouped cost of se the lease, and 
any sum paid to the lessor to secure his assent to the 
assignment or surrender. 


In order to secure the benefit of new s. 85 (1) it is 
necessary that there should be an actual assignment or 
surrender of the lease, i.e., before its expiration. In 
the case of a premium paid to acquire the lease and 
in the casé of covenanted improvements, a lessee who 
holds a lease until the end of its term will have re- 
ceived a full allowance of the cost under s. 88 (1) and 
(2) respectively, so that, in totality, it is immaterial to 
the lessee whether he receives a full deduction of the 
cost under s. 88 or a partial deduction under that 
section and a deduction of the remainder of the cost 
under s. 85 (1) on assignment or surrender before the 
expiration of the term. In the case of uncovenanted 
improvements, there is no sinking fund deduction under 
s. 88 (2), so that the only deduction permissible in 
respect of the cost thereof is where the lessee assigns 
or surrenders the lease before the end of its term. If, 
therefore, the lessee allows the lease to terminate by 
effluxion of time, he will not receive any deduction 
in respect of uncovenanted improvements. 


Deduction Where Premium Received by Instalments. 


Under the definition of “premium” in s. 83 (1), where 
a consideration to which the definition applies is payable 
in more than one amount, each such amount is deemed to 
be a separate premium. New s, 85 (6) provides, in effect, 
that where, in relation to the assignment or surrender 
of a lease or the disposal of goodwill or a licence, 
assessable premiums are payable to the taxpayer in 
two or more years of income, and he is entitled to 
a deduction under s, 85, an appropriate proportion of 


that deduction is allowable against each separate pre- 
mium. A similar basis of apportionment was pro- 
vided in repealed s. 85 (1). 


Example: 

A lease was acquired for £12,000 on July 1, 1947, 
having 20 years to run. On July 1, 1949, the lessee 
effected covenanted improvements at a cost of £3600 
and uncovenanted improvements ans to £1000. 
The lease was assigned on July 1, 1953, for £15,000, 
payable £9000 on that date and £6000 on July 1, 1954. 


The total deductions allowable under s. 85 are:— 
(a) Amount paid for lease . .. .. £12,000 
Less allowance under s. 88 (1)— 
six years at £600 pa. ... .. 
—— £8400 


(b) Cost of covenanted improve- 
Less allowance under s. 88 (2) 


—four years at £200 ... 800 

(c) Cost of uncovenanted improve- 
£12,200 


These deductions would be apportioned as follows:— 
Year Ended June 30, 1954. 


Premium peueered, assessable under s. 84. ... £9000

The need for the above apportionment arises where 
the taxpayer is entitled to the concessional rate of tax 
payable under s. 86 on a taxable income which in- 
cludes a net premium. 

If the taxpayer had assigned the lease for a con- 
sideration wholly payable in the income year of assign- 
ment, he would have received a deduction of the whole 
amount of £12,200 in that year. So, also, he would 
have been entitled to a deduction of the whole amount 
in the year of assignment if he had assigned the lease 
. A — of gift or otherwise without valuable con- 

eration. 


Deduction from Premium Received by Lessee on 
Surrender By Him of His Lease. 


As in the case of a premium received on the assign- 
ment of a lease, any amount paid to acquire the lease 
surrendered or in effecting improvements on the leased 
land, is an allowable deduction to the extent to which 
it has not been allowed as a deduction in the lessee’s 
assessments (s, 85 (1)). 

So also where, in the year of income, a lessee sells 
the goodwill or a licence in respect of a business car- 
ried on upon land a lease of which is granted, assigned 
or surrendered by him, any unrecouped premium paid 
J him to acquire that goodwill or licence is an allow- 
able deduction (s. 85 (2)). 


Example: 

A grants a lease on July 1, 1941, for 20 years to 
B for rental of £10 per week, and a premium of £6000. 
B is, therefore, entitled to an annual sinking fund de- 
duction of £300. On July 1, 1953, A induces B to sur- 
render the lease by paying him £4000 in respect of the 
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lease and £1000 as the purchase price of the good- 
will. A and B notify the Commissioner of their agree- 
ment under s. 834 to treat the goodwill payment as 
an assessable premium. 


B is assessable on... ... 


B is entitled to a deduction of. 
Less deductions allowed under s. 88 


(1) 12 years at £3000 pa... . 


2400 


N.B.: B would have been entitled to a deduction 
of the full unrecouped amount of £2400 if he had re- 
ceived less than that sum for the surrender cr if he 
had surrendered the lease without receiving any con- 
sideration. 


Where Lessee Receives No Consideration on 
Surrender of Lease. 


Under repealed s. 85 (1), a lessee who surrendered 
his lease was entitled to a deduction of an unrecouped 
remium paid 7 him or of the unrecouped cost of 

provements only where he received a premium from 
the lessor as consideration for such surrender. The 
amount of the premium received was immaterial; it 
could have been nominal. 


Under new s. 85, a taxpayer who surrendered his 
lease to the lessor without receiving any consideration 
therefor would be entitled to a deduction in the year 
of surrender of any unrecouped amount paid to ac- 
quire the lease or of any unrecouped cost of effecting 
improvements on the land. 


Example: 

On July 1, 1950, A assigned to B a weekly tenancy 
of business . the consideration for the good- 
will attached to the premises being £1000. In the then 
state of the law, A was (and still would be) assessable 
in respect of the £1000, but B, in the absence of a term 
or deemed term of the lease, would not have received 
a seking fund deduction under s. 88 in respect of the 
£1000. tar 1, 1952, B surrendered the tenancy to 
his landlord, C, without receiving any cgnsideration 
therefor, and formally, i.e., by deed, disposed of the 
goodwill of the business to the landlord, again without 
receiving any consideration. In these circumstances, 
it is considered that B would be entitled in the year 
of surrender to a deduction of the £1000 paid by him 
to A to acquire the goodwill of the business. 


New s. 85 (2) grants a deduction of an unrecouped 
amount paid as a premium to acquire the goodwill of 
a business only where the “taxpayer disposes, by sale 
or otherwise,” of the goodwill. It is considered that 
the mere abandonment by the lessee of the goodwill on 
surrender of his lease to the landlord is not a “dis- 

1” within the meaning of s. 85 (2), and that for 
this reason a formal disposal to the landlord, or to 
someone else, of the goodwill is necessary in order 
to obtain the deduction provided by that sub-section. 


Where Lessee Assigns or Surrenders His Lease and 
Pays an Amount to Obtain the Lessor’s Assent to the 
Assignment or Surrender. 


New s. 85 (1) provides, inter alia, that where, in 
the year of income, a taxpayer assigns or surrenders 
a lease, any amount which has been paid by the lessee 
to obtain the assent of the lessor to the assignment 
or surrender is an allowable deduction. 


Repealed s. 84 included in the lessor’s assessable in- 
come “any consideration received for or in connec- 
tion with his assent to any grant or assignment of a 
lease.” As, however, such a sum was not included 
in the previous definition of “premium,” the result 


was that, in respect of assents given up to and in- 
cluding December 31, 1952— 


(a) The lessor was assessable in respect of a sum 
paid to him to secure his assent to the grant by 
the lessee of a sublease or to the assignment by 
the lessee of the lease. 


(b) The lessor was not assessable in respect of a 
sum paid to him to obtain his assent to the sur- 
render of the lease to him. 


(c) The lessee received no deduction, either by way 
of sinking fund allowance under s. 88, or by way 
of outright deduction under repealed s. 85, if 
he paid a sum to the lessor to obtain his assent 
to the grant of a sub-lease or to the assignment 
or surrender of the lease itself. 


The combined effect of the new definition of ‘“pre- 
mium” and of new s. 85 (1) inserted by the Amending 
Act (No. 3) of 1952 as regards assents given by a 
lessor after December 31, 1952, is as follows:— 


(a) Any consideration received by the lessor for or 
in connection with an assent by him to the grant 
of a sub-lease by the lessee or to the assignment 
by the lessee of his lease is now a “premium” 
and, as such, is assessable under new s. 84. The 
1952 amendments thus make no change in the 
law in this respect. 


Any consideration received by the lessor from 
the lessee for or in connection with the sur- 
render of the lease by the lessee to the lessor 
is now a “premium” and is, therefore, assessable 
in the hands of the lessor. This is a new pro- 
vision. 


(c) (i) Where the lessee pays a “premium” to the 
lessor to obtain the lessor’s assent to the grant 
by the lessee of a sub-lease and where no pre- 
mium is paid by the sub-lessee to the lessee, the 
lessee is entitled to a sinking fund deduction 
under s. 88 (1), calculated by spreading the 
premium over the unexpired period of the 
head lease, not the period of the sub-lease. 


Where the position is the same as in (i) except 
that the sub-lessee pays a premium to the 
lessee for the grant of the sub-lease, the lessee 
is entitled under new s. 85a to a deduction, 
in the year in which the premium for the 
sub-lease was received, of the total of the 
sinking fund deductions to which he would 
have been entitled during the currency of 
the sub-lease (including the sinking fund de- 
duction in respect of the premium paid for 
the lessor’s assent to the sub-lease), or if 
the premium for the sub-lease is received by 
instalments, a proportionate part of such sink- 
ing fund deductions. 


(iii) Where the lessee pays a premium to the lessor 
to obtain the lessor’s assent to the assignment 
by the lessee of his lease to a third , the 
lessee is entitled to an outright deduction of 
any amount paid by him to obtain the assent 
of the lessor to the assignment. This is so 
whether or not the lessee assigns the lease for 
valuable consideration. 


(iv) Where the lessee Po a premium to the 
lessor to obtain the lessor’s assent to the 
surrender of his lease to the lessor, the lessee 
is entitled to an outright deduction of any 
amount paid by him to obtain the assent of 
the lessor to the surrender.

Its scope, how- 
ever, has naturally been governed by broad national 
requirements, rather than the unique problems of any

companies operating here the bulk of their research is 
naturally carried out in their parent plants in the 
United Kingdom or the United States. 


Times Have Changed. 


This state of affairs was altered dramatically on 
October 20, 1952, when Drug Houses of Australia Ltd. 
opened its new research institute at Balmain, Sydney. 
By doing so the company has made available in Aus- 
tralia a research unit staffed and equipped to work on 
problems which could not formerly be tackled in this 
country.

Centralisation of Research Work. 


The new centre allows centralisation of the research 
activities of the D.H.A. Group, since developmental 
work which was formerly carried on at the individual 
factories of associate companies is now organised in 
the one splendidly equipped building. The wide variety 
of interests now embraced by Drug Houses of Australia 
Ltd. and the expansion of activities since the second 
world war created this need for systematic, centralised 
investigations, using the full-time services of a staff 
qualified for the work. 


Description of Plant. 


Here, chemical and biological laboratories, sterile 
laboratories for antibiotic and hormone investigations, 
pilot plant sections, design and drawing office and store- 
rooms are brought under one roof. The new building 
comprises three storeys, having a total floor area of 
7520 sq. ft. Individual research laboratories are sited 
on each floor, with a delightful view over the lower 
reaches of the Parramatta River.

NEW ANTIBIOTIC—MAGNAMYCIN 


New York (M.P.1B.)—The new antibiotic, ae 
namycin, reported to be effective against germs 

resist the attack of penicillin and other antibiotics, is 
now ready for use by physicians. : 

Dr. W. Alan Wright, medical service director of Chas. 
Pfizer & Co. Inc., Brooklyn pharmaceutical firm, whose 
scientists discovered magnamycin, stated, “The appear- 
ance of bacteria, particularly staphylococci, which are 
able to survive in presence of other antibiotics, 
prompted us to make this new antibiotic available.” 

Isolated reports have called attention to a rare staphy- 
loceal enteritis, apparently caused by germs resistant to 
lococcal enteritis apparently caused by germs resistant to 
the older antibiotics. Scientists writing in the current 
issue of the medical journal, “Antibiotics & Chemo- 
therapy,” describe isolation of such germs from hos- 
pitalised patients, and the effectiveness of magnamycin 
against these germs in laboratory tests. 

Reporting to the recent International Congress on 
Antibiotics in Buenos Aires, Argentina, Dr. William L. 
Hewitt, of the University of California School of Medi- 
cine, declared that, “probably the greatest significance 
attaches to the activity of magnamycin on penic 
aureomycin and terramycin-resistant staphylococci.” He 
showed, for example, that while 27 out of 50 strains of 
the bacteria called “staphylococcus aureus” obtained 
from his patients were resistant to penicillin, only 5 
were resistant to magnamycin. He also showed that 
extensive magnamycin had not produced 
“any significant icity or side effects.” 

In addition to action against resistant strains of bac- 
teria, Dr. Hewitt reported that magnamycin has already 
been used successfully against tonsillitis, pneumonia 
amebic dysentery and local infections such as boils and 
abscesses. However, magnamycin attacks a more limited 
range of pathogenic organisms than the wide-range 
antibiotics. The newer drug, administered orally, does 
not have cross-resistance with any of the more com- 
monly used antiobiotics——Medical and Pharmaceutical 
Information Bureau. 


“CRAZY CHICK” DISEASE 


Losses have occurred in recent years in the flocks 
of Victorian chicken raisers from a condition causing 
paralysis in young chickens and known as “crazy 
chick” disease. 

Mr. W. J. Pryor, Veterinary Officer of the Victorian 
Department of Agriculture, states that all breeds may 
be affected and the disease is usually found in chickens 
in the first five weeks of life. Symptoms, which may 
take the form of a staggering gait, accompanied by a 
twitching of the muscles, and a bending back of the 
head and neck, may lead to collapse, the chicken fall- 
ing over backw: or on its side. Deaths usually 
occur within a day or two after the appearance of 
symptoms, but chronic forms may prolong life. Very 
few cases recover. It is not uently found that 
o. = is accompanied by an outbreak of coc- 

osis. 

At post mortem, little will be found, the main changes 
occurring in the brain, and requiring expert examina- 
tion. No treatment of any value has been found. Des- 
pite frequent investigation by veterinary scientists, the 
complete range of factors causing the disease has not 
been ascertained, but nutritional causes are responsible. 
It is found that in about 95 per cent. of outbreaks the 
chicks have been fed pellets. Control of the disease 
is best obtained by ensuring that chickens are not fed 
a ration consisting entirely of pellets. These should 
be confined to half the ration or less. In addition, the 
prevention of factors favouring the appearance of cocci- 
diosis, namely, overcrowding, chilling, vitamin de- 
ficiencies and poor nutrition, will minimise the appear- 
ance of “crazy chick” disease.

ADVICE ON OVERSEAS TRAVEL. 


As many of our members contemplate travelling over- 
seas this year, we think that the following information, 
received recently in a letter written by Miss P. Green, 
hon. employment secretary of the National Association 
of Women Pharmacists, Great Britain, will be of great 
interest to them. 

Miss Green writes:—-“The present position regarding 
posts in retail and hospital pharmacy is good, and al- 
though perhaps there are not quite so many posts now 
as there have been, I am sure there is no need to worry 
that they will not be available. You are arriving at a 
good time too, almost the height of our holiday season, 
and if the position is as it has been hitherto since the 
war, there should be no difficulty in obtaining locum 
positions. There have been plenty of permanent posi- 
tions also, but most of the overseas pharmacists who 
have visited this country during the past few years have 
preferred to take short-term posts.. 

“There is no fixed rate of pay in retail at present. 

um rate for permanent posts for women pharma- 

cists (managers) are £10/3/- weekly in the provinces and 
£10/13/- in London, and for assistants £8 to £9/10/-, but 
in fact considerably higher rates are being paid, as there 
has been such a scarcity of available pharmacists to fill 
ts. Rates from £12/12/- to £14/14/- per week are 
requently paid, depending on type of business, number 
of assistants, etc., and locum rates are higher again. 
Hospital salaries are fixed, and permanent positions 
carry an annual rate of from £450 at age 23 to £575 for 
pharmacists such as yourselves, higher of course for 
senior and chief pharmacists. Again, there is no fixed 


locum rate, but these are usually a little higher than the . 


figures mentioned above. 

“When you arrive you will immediately contact the 
Pharmaceutical Society to arrange reciprocity and Eng- 
lish registration, and I hope you will contact me re posts 
and employment and join the Women Pharmacists’ 
Association, which I can also arrange for you.”

LECTURE 7: WHENCE COMES INTELLIGENCE? 


There is a marked clash of opinions inherent in the 
question of whether intelligence, or the capacity for de- 
ductive thought, centres in the parentage or heredity of 
the individual or whether it centres in the living condi- 
tions or environment surrounding the individual. 

Arguments in favour of both schools of thought are 
strong. These are propounded with much emphasis by 
the rival enthusiasts, but cold and impartial examination 
of the demonstratable facts fails to find definite and con- 
clusive evidence in favour of one or the other. 

Considerable evidence has been obtained by control- 
ling one of the factors and observing the effect produced 
with the other factor free to take the natural course. 

In studying sociology it has become evident that huge 
family trees of mental defectives exist. This is well 
illustrated in the study of the issue and family tree of 
the American Kallikak family. 

Before the war this man married a mental defective 
feraale, and the issue of this marriage married another 
mental defective, which marriage produced a long line 
of criminals, prostitutes, etc. e same man after the 
war married what one could call “a top line girl,” the 
issue being high class. 

This example is used to illustrate heredity, but the 
same example could be used to illustrate environmental 
results, because the female in the former marriage lived 
in simple surroundings and manner like defectives do. 


Interesting Research Findings. 
Control of Environment. 


Such evidence is obtained by studying identical twins 
where circumstances have caused one child to be brought 
up in one type of environment and the other in an 
entirely different social and economic strata. 

Identical twins, like a single child, inherit many of the 
characteristics of their parents, but intelligence is not 
necessarily a refiection of parentage, because the genes 
are carried by the adults concerned and may, or may 
not, be passed on to the offspring. 

When identical twins reared in different environments 
are studied to assess their intelligence quotient L.Q., it is 
found that there is a remarkable constancy in the results. 

This constancy of intellectual capacity continues to be 
noticeable the further the comparison of identical twins 
continues. 

It is found that identical twins have an increasin 
degree of similarity of 1.Q. if they are the offspring o 
pairs of a like heredity character. ‘ 

It is important to understand that the intellectual 
capacity of both mother and father is assessed in com- 
paring the pairs of parents. 

Parents of high intellectual capacity, if they beget 
identical twins, produce children of high 1.Q., and a 
similar passing on is true of parents of lower capacity. 

This evidence is cited as being conclusive in favour of 
ti acount that intelligence is largely of heredity 
origin. 


Control of Parentage. 

Evidence is here much more readily available because 
all that is required is a comparison of a natural child 
with an adopted child of different parentage. 

Both children can enjoy the same environment to a 
greater or lesser degree according to how successful the 
adults maintain an equable physical and mental con- 


sideration for the two children. An identical considera- 
tion is rare. 

Again, identical environment is not possible because 
no two children are alike and each reacts to circum- 
stances in their own individual and special way. 

The results are almost too well known to need stating. 
History and personal experience of many show that the 
adopted child of poorer type parents, if given a “chance,” 
frequently shows intellectual capacity equal to that of 
the natural child of the home in which both are reared, 
and so the argument “that environment is all impor- 
tant” is considered by some workers to have been con- 
clusively established. 

Note.—How frequently these two factors influence the 
relationship between pharmacist and his apprentice! 


The Danger of Snap Judgments. 

The lecturer then spoke of the fallacy of attempting 
to judge intelligence from photographs or a short inter- 
view, particularly when interviewing prospective em- 
ployees. 

Although all persons habitually formed snap judg- 
ments upon meeting a new acquaintance, everyone knew 
the dangers of relying upon such meth without 
further contact or confirmation. 

Friendship is largely dependent upon reasonably simi- 
lar intellectual capacity, but acquaintanceship, with its 
necessarily snap judgments, is the only road to friend- 
ship, and therefore snap judgments should always be 
left open to subsequent modification. 

Mr. Trevor Jones then showed a film strip of a number 
of boys and invited the audience to make notes of their 
probable L.Qs. 

He then screened the photographs a second time, but 
showing the respective L.Q. figures. The audience had 
to confess that their guesses were in most cases wrong 
and in a number were quite wide of the work. 

Note.—-This screening caused a great deal of hilarity 
because of the resemblance of two photographs to mem- 
bers of the audience. Uproar was the order of the day 
when E.F.L. was found to have an I.Q. of 111 against 
140 for R.A.A. 


The Village Idiot—Social Competence—Legal 
Definitions. 


The range and distribution of intelligence in any 
community is quite wide, but the average I1.Q. is fairly 
constant when comparisons are made over groups of 
persons of sufficient numbers to eliminate errors. 

Some States in America use the I.Q, system in legal 
definitions of what constitutes a mental defective and 
so attach a figure to relative degrees of social compe- 
tence. 

Using 100 as indicating the normal I.Q., persons with 
LQs. of 30-50 are classified as “imbeciles” and regarded 
as requiring housing in institutions under supervision 
but of sufficient intelligence to care for their own per- 
sonal needs. 

Similarly an 1.Q. of 50-70 means classification as a 
“moron” or one who can work at very simple tasks, 
requires supervision but not in an institution, and is not 
able to assimilate normal education. 

Below an 1.Q. of 30 is regarded as “idiocy” and above 
170 as “genius,” where genius represents the highest 
intellectual power rather than the possession of special 
talents to undertake specific types of work. 

At the lower end of the scale, one finds Cretinism 
(thyroid deficiency causing blocking of brain cells) where 
the I.Q. is very low. 
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The majority of a group of persons, therefore, fall 
within the I.Q. range 80 to 120, and hence the probable 
curve of a group has this appearance in terms of intelli- 
gence or the capacity for deductive thought. 

Minda Home (an institution for weak-minded children, 
near Adelaide) is a modern institution designed to ob- 
viate the presence in the community of the old-time 
village idiot type of person, i.e., those able to be of some 
small use. 

sMinda accepts only children capable of being finally 
educated to some small degree, perhaps to the school 
stage of grades 3 or 4, which are normally reached by 
children of —— years of age, and although this does not 
improve intelligence it gives a better chance for the 
intelligence that is there to express itself. 

Such minor educational attainments provide some 
outlet for the small degree of intelligence which the in- 
mates possess in that the mental exercise feeds the mind 
so that it is polished or rounded off as much as possible. 
It is most important to understand that such education 
fails to improve the IQ. or intellectual capacity because 
such is largely heredity. This type of institution fur- 
ther disproves the arguments of the environment school. 


Will the Average 1.Q. Improve or Decline? 

The social significance of the relationship between (a) 
intelligence or relative 1.Q., (b) heredity or parentage, 
(c) social status or income bracket of the home, and 
(d) the fertility or the production of a family, is a most 
important factor in modern civilisation. 

pon critical examination of the several complex fac- 
tors involved there appears to be a close relationship 
between intelligence and socio-economic status, i.e., be- 
tween the I.Q. of the child and the job of the parent. 
In Australia the more intelligent child was to be ex- 
ee to be a member of a home within the professional 

eld. 

Some psychologists consider that this trend means 
that the overall intelligence of the race is not likely to 
improve as the years go on. They say that the average 
1.Q. is more likely to become lower because it is well 
recognised that people of higher intellectual status are 
aware of many factors in the social structure and there- 
fore prone to produce but few children. 

On the other hand, people of lower I.Q. pgoduce bigger 
families because there are fewer restrictions of a social 
character on child-bearing, e.g., career women are much 
less likely to be involved. 

Note.—How frequently one observes this! 


NEW VETERINARY DRUG COMBINES ANTIBIOTIC 
WITH THREE SULPHAS. 
By L.G.D. 


A new veterinary drug combining penicillin with 
sulphadiazine, sulphamerazine and sulphathiazole in 
tablet form has been developed by the Upjohn Com- 
pany, Kalamazoo, Michigan. The new combination, 
called Biosulpha, is intended for treating many ail- 
ments of dogs, cats and other small animals. Because 
the new drug can be readily swallowed instead of re- 
quiring injection, home treatment of pets is now pos- 
sible after original diagnosis. 

The addition of the sulphas to the antibiotic, accord- 
ing to Dr. J. L. Davidson, head of Upjohn’s Department 
of Veterinary Medicine, increases the antibacterial effi- 
ciency of the combination drug, broadens the range of 
diseases which can be treated, and lessens the likelihood 
that bacteria will become resistant to any of the indi- 
vidual drugs. 

Biosulpha, Dr. Davidson said, can be used for those 
bacterial infections of small animals where individual 
injections of sulpha drugs or penicillin have been used 
in the past. Among such infections are bacteria-caused 
respiratory infections accompanying 
distemper, tonsillitis, and infections of the intestines 
and the urinary tract.

Regular cleaning of the interior of your camera, especi- 
ally after a visit to the beach or a*ear trip on country 
roads, will ensure that your negatives are free from those 
tiny blemishes that show up as annoying white specks on 
your prints. A small bristle brush is handy for cleaning 
the inside of bellows, while the dust that has lodged in 
hard-to-get-at places can often be dislodged with the air 
of a bicycle pump. © 

At, all times avoid letting thé fingers touch the glass 
of the lens—a greasy lens will quite spoil the sharpness 
of all your pictures. Open up the camera back and with 
the shutter lever depressed at the “B” or “T” position, 
look through the lens to make sure it is perfectly clear. 
Most smears can be easily polished off with a clean, soft 
handkerchief. Us¢ a little Kodak lens cleaning fluid 
when necessary, but always treat the lens with a grea. 
deal of respect. If it happens to be one of the “coated” 
variety, it is preferable to keep a small squirrel-hair 
brush for dusting the surface, as any polishing or rub- 
bing may result in the removal of part of the coating.

On Stopping Down Your Camera Lens. 


Quite apart from the obvious influence they have upon 
exposure, settings of the iris diaphragm also have a defi- 
nite function affecting what is known as depth of focus. 
With a lens of wide aperture, commonly termed a “fast” 
lens, the region of sharp definition when the lens is 
focused on a nearby object at full aperture is very shal- 
low, giving an impression as it were of isolation to any 
object lying upon the plane of focus, while all other ob- 
jects nearer and farther away will be progressively less 
and less distinct. When it is desired to obtain a greater 
depth, that is to bring near and distant objects alike into 
sharp focus, it is necessary to stop down the lens. This 
is done by adjusting the pee to an “f” number of 
higher numerical value. If your camera has a high- 
speed lens, say an f/4.5 aperture, then that value is the 
widest opening available on your camera. An “f” num- 
ber of 32 represents a very small aperture and the 
depth of focus obtained with such a diminutive opening 
will give as much broad detail as can reasonably be 
expected for ordinary photographic purposes (i.e., wide 
depth of focus). 

ecause “f” numbers are the expression of a ratio of 
lens opening to focal length, they have exactly the same 
significance on all cameras when cansidered as a factor 
in estimating exposure settings, but the effect that aper- 
ture has upon depth of focus as distinct from exposure 
depends upon the focal length of the particular lens you 
have in your own camera, 

Most folding cameras are equipped with a method of 
stopping down the lens and so controlling the amount of 
light reaching the film. The device is known as an iris 
diaphragm. 

Box camerag do not as a rule include any means of 
varying the lens diaphragm because their small initial 
apertures give adequate depth of focus to maintain sharp 
detail through all subjects from nearby to far infinity. 

Some of the older models have a small drawer slide 
by means of which a choice of three stops can be 
selected, but their owners have seldom been known to 
make any practical use of them. 


Depth of focus charts are available which will show 
you exactly what happens when you use the difference 
stops on your camera. There are also various little 
booklets on focusing that will more fully explain this and 
other problems concerning your lens.

FALSE CLAIMS FOR PHARMACEUTICAL 


BENEFITS 


N.S.W. Chemist Convicted. 

Leslie Alfred Bissaker, of Main Road, Thiroul, ap- 
peared before Mr. M. S. Meagher, S.M., in the Special! 
Court, Sydney, on February 20, on charges of present- 
ing a false document relating to claims under the Phar- 
maceutical Benefits Act, in December, 1951, January and 
February, 1952. He was fined £110, with £8 costs, and 
was directed to refund £50/2/8 to the Commonwealth 
Health Department. 

When imposing the fine the Magistrate said “The press 
might give publicity to the fact that the Act provides 
a penalty of £50 or imprisonment for three months in 
these cases. It may be important for people to know 

—— J. O’Brien, for the Crown, said that when in- 
vestigations were made by officers appointed under the 
Pharmaceutical Benefits Act, it was found that the local 
doctors had prescribed considerable quantities of folic 
acid and a drug named hepasol. In each case, the doc- 
tors had prescribed Bayers’ Folic Acid (an imported 
product) in bottles of 110 tablets, for which chemists 
were reimbursed at £4/8/2 per bottle. — 

Notwithstanding the prescriptions, Bissaker supplied 
Andrews Folic Acid (a local product), for which the 
reimbursement was £1/5/6 per bottle. ; 

It was further stated that at this time folic acid was 
in short supply and in some instances Bissaker had 
supplied no folic acid at all, but had claimed for the 
imported product. 

months Bissaker had over-claimed £95. This 
was exclusive of cases in which it was claimed no folic 
acid was supplied at all. ; 

Mr. McInerney said that when imported folic acid 
was not available, Bissaker had continued to supply 
the local product. This was not misrepresentation in a 
fraudulent way, but a claim for something supplied at 
a different price. Bissaker was ready to make a re- 
fund. In eighteen months Bissaker had claimed a re- 
fund of £2680, and the over-charge in the circumstances 
was not excessive. 


CHEMIST FINED FOR FAILURE TO LOCK 
DANGEROUS DRUGS CABINET 


Arthur Norman Kench, of Pacific Highway, Gordon, 
N.S.W., was fined £10 at the Hornsby Court on January 
23 for failure to lock his Dangerous Drugs cabinet, as 
required under the Police Offences (Drugs) Act. He 
told Mr. E. J. Gibson, S.M., that he had selected the 
quietest time of the day to have his hair cut, but over- 
looked locking the drug cabinet when he went out. 


QUEENSLAND CHEMIST ON DRUG CHARGES 

John Malcolm McKenzie,:a pharmaceutical chemist, 
of South Brisbane, was fined £19/8/-, with 12/- costs, 
in the Summons Court, Brisbane, on January 15, for 
breaches of the Poisons Regulations. 

He pleaded guilty to complaints that he failed to 
record in a Dangerous Drugs Book full particulars of 
pethidine sold by him, including the date, the quan- 
tity sold, and the name and address of the person to 
whom it was supplied, and that he failed to forward 
the prescription, dated February 13, 1950, for a 
Dangerous Drug, to the Director-General of Health. 

Mr. Bowden, of the Crown Law Office, testified that 
when a Heatlh Inspector visited McKenzie’s pharmacy, 
McKenzie admit being remiss and said he thought 
there was no rigid application of the Poisons Regula- 
tions Here. The inspector found lavge bundles of pre- 


scriptions loose in boxes and threaded on wire. One 
bane was addressed to Director-General of 
Health. 

McKenzie told the Court he worked 70 hours a week. 
As he had no visit from an inspector for several years, 
he had fallen inte the tempation of not forwarding 
copies of the prescriptions to the Department. 


ILLEGAL POSSESSION OF DANGEROUS DRUGS 


Afred Harold Robinson, 24, of no fixed address, was 
sentenced in the City Court, Melbourne, to one month’s 
gaol on a charge of nie. had in his possession 43 
hypodermic tablets of morphine sulphate. 

Det.-Sgt. J. E. DeLany said he questioned Robinson 
about tablets found in his luggage at Spencer Street 
Railway Station cloakroom on December 27, and Robin- 
son stated that he obtained them when he was working 
in a hospital in Queensland in 1946. 

Robinson stated that he had used some of the tablets 
when he was experimenting in vivisection. He had no 
licence to carry out such experiments. ° 


VICTORIAN PROSECUTIONS UNDER DANGEROUS 
DRUGS REGULATIONS AND POISONS 
REGULATIONS 


Fine for Selling Benadryl Capsules. 

Mrs, E. L. Davoren, proprietress of the Balwyn Phar- 
macy, was charged before Mr. Pyvis, S.M., at Box Hill 
Court on December 11, 1952, with having supplied 
Benadryl capsules without a doctor’s prescription. She 
was convicted and fined £10 with £5/11/6 costs. Mr. 
Frost, who appeared for the defendant, informed the 
court that Mrs. Davoren was unaware that a prescrip- 
tion was necessary for the supply of Benadryl] capsules. 
Mr. W. O. Harris, instructed by W. E. Pearcey & Ivey, 
appeared for the Pharmacy Board. 

I Supply of Drugs. 

Proceedings were taken against Mr. F. Cheshire, 
pharmaceutical chemist, Station street, Box Hill, in 
the Box Hill Court on December 11, 1952, for irregu- 
larities in connection with the supply of Specified and 
Dangerous Drugs. Evidence cepostens the purchase 
of B.C.A.Z. eye drops and sedival tablets was given 
a4 Mrs. L. Harding and the Chief Inspector of the 
Pharmacy Board, 

The defendant pleaded not guilty, but was convicted 
on both charges and fined a total of £12 with £10/19/6 
costs. Mr. Ogden appeared for the defendant, and Mr. 
W. O. Harris prosecuted for the Pharmacy Board. 

Pharmacy Left Without Qualified Supervision. 

Mr. L. Hindley Walker, pharmaceutical chemist, 
Albert Park, was charged at the South Melbourne Court 
on January 5 and 12, 1953, with offences against the 
Medical and Pharmaceutical Regulations, namely carry- 
ing on a business as a chemist and druggist otherwise 
than under the personal supervision of a pharmaceu- 
tical chemist, and for dispensing otherwise than in 
accordance with the prescription. 

Evidence -relating to these charges was given by 
officers of the Pharmaceutical Benefits Section of the 
Department of Health, Melbourne, and referred to 
circumstances surrounding the dispensing of a P.M.S. 
prescription in January, 1952. 

The court was told that on the charge relating to 
the failure to dispense in accordance with the prescrip- 
tion, Walker had already been punished by the Com- 
monwealth Department of Health, which had withdrawn 
his authority to dispense pharmaceutical benefits for 
a period of one month. Mr. Tredinnick, who appeared 
for the defendant, argued that he could not now be 
successfully prosecuted by the Pharmacy Board under 
the Pharmacy Regulations, as he had already been 
punished by the Commonwealth under their regula- 
tions, and that by virtue of the Federal Constitution, 
the Pharmacy Regulations were ineffective insofar as 
they applied to the dispensing cf pensioner medical

O. Harris, who appeared for the Board. 

On the charge relating to carrying on a business in 
the absence of a registered chemist, Mr. Walker told 
the court that he had on the day in question filled in 
as an emergency member of a yachting crew. He had 
been unable to obtain a reliever at short notice. 

After hearing the argument, the Magistrate, Mr. 
Addison, S.M., convicted the defendant on both charges, 
and imposed fines totalling £12 and costs £8/13/-. A 
third charge by the Board under the Pharmacy Regu- 
lations was withdrawn. 


Specified Drug Sold Without Prescription. 

The Pharmacy Board proceeded against Mr. L. A. 
Brotchie, pharmaceutical chemist, of Glenbervie, in the 
Moonee Ponds Court on January 14 on a charge of 
supplying a Specified Drug, namely Ephedrobarbital 
tablets, without a prescription. Evidence concerning 
the purchase was given by Mrs. L. Harding and an 
inspector of the Board. In his defence Mr. Brotchie 
stated that he had been led by a note emanating 
from the Board. This he misunderstood to mean that 
the tablets were completely exempt from control. 

The Magistrate, Mr. O’Connor, and the Justices of 
the Peace comprising the bench held that an offence 
had been committed, and fined the defendant £3 with 
£5/18/- costs. 


Phenobarbital Tablets Without Prescription. 

In Prahran Court on January 15, 1953, Arthur Jaggs, 
Manager of Thomas’ Pharmucy, Chapel street, Prahran, 
was charged before Mr. Blair, S.M., with supplying 
Phenobarbital tablets without a prescription. Evidence 
was given on behalf of the defendant that the inves- 
tigator for the Pharmacy Board called herself Mrs. 
Thompson, and that a customer of the shop, one Mr. 
Thompson, did in fact have some Phenobarbital tablets 
due to him on an outstanding prescription. Jaggs told 
the court he believed the Board’s investigator was the 
wife of his customer, and entitled to the tablets. 

The decision was reserved and given at a later date 
in the City Court, when Mr. Blair held that as in fact 
the tablets had been supplied without a prescription, 
the defendant was guilty, and he imposed a fine of £6 
with £3/18/6 costs. 


Breaches of Dangerous Drugs Hegulations. 

Mr. Victor Mewkill, pharmaceutical chemist, of St. 
Arnaud, appeared before the South Melbourne Court 
on February 16 on five charges under the Dangerous 
Drugs Regulations. The charges had been referred 
from the Court of Petty Sessions, St. Arnaud. Mr. 
W. O. Harris, instructed by Pearcey & Ivey, prosecuted 
for the Pharmacy Board, and called evidence relating 
to the charges from Detective-Sergeant DeLaney and 
Senior Detective Ritchie. The offences related to 
failure to endorse prescriptions for Dangerous Drugs 
as required by the regulations, two charges relating to 
the keeping of a Dangerous Drugs register, and failure 
to keep all Dangerous Drugs locked up. 

In convicting the defendant on all charges, the Magis- 
trate said'the evidence as a whole showed carelessness 
by the defendant, who had been neglectful in many 
directions over a considerable period. He pointed out 
that the regulations existed for the purpose of protect- 
ing ‘the community, and must be observed by all 
chemists. 

Mr. Minotti, who appeared for Mewkill, informed the 
court of his previous good record and of the esteem 
in which he was held and the public services he had 
rendered in his district. After taking these matters 
into consideration, Mr. Moloney imposed fines totalling 
£40 with £11/2/6 costs. 

Mr. G. I. Maxwell, pharmaceutical chemist, was 
charged at the Collingwood Court on February 12, 1953, 
on two charges of failing properly to keep his Dan- 
ecu Drugs register, and with omitting to keep all 

angerous Drugs in his possession locked up as required 
by the Dangerous Drugs Regulations. Mr. J. T. Ryan, 


who appeared for Maxwell, submitted that the offences 
were due to a reliever employed by Maxwell. Fines 
totalling £17 with £8/3/- costs were imposed. 


Prosecutions Under the Poisons Act. 

Mr. F. Milne, one of the proprietors of Weddin 
Floral Salon, Northcote, was fined £15 with £8/15/6 
costs in the Northcote Court on December 12 on charges 
relating to the sale of substances containing arsenic 
and nicotine without obtaining the signature of the 
purchaser in the poisons book. 

At the Box Hill Court on December 11, Mr. Alfred 
E. Chandler, of Chandler’s Hardware Store, Station 
street, Box Hill, was prosecuted by the Pharmacy Board 
for failure to enter the sale of arsenical weed killer 
(Weednox) in the poisons book, and for omitting to 


‘label the container with the retail seller’s name and 


address in accordance with the Poisons Regulations. 
The defendant pleaded guilty, and was fined a total 
of £4 with £8/7/6 costs. A third charge of failure to 
obtain the signature of the purchaser to the sale was 
withdrawn. 

J. & M. Goodwin, grocers, of Carlton, sepecred before 
the Carlton Court on December 19, 1952, on charges 
of selling methylated spirits and phenyle without a 
licence, and with failure to label the containers with 
the name and address of the seller, Mr. J. Goodwin 
was convicted on each charge, and the informations 
against M. Goodwin were withdrawn. Mr. Pyvis, S.M., 
imposed fines totalling £15 with £9/13/- costs. 

runswick grocers, Charles Dawson, of Nicholson 
street, West Brunswick, and L. Wright, of Brunswick 
road, Brunswick, were prosecuted by the Pharma 
Board before Mr. Downay, S.M., at the franewick 
Court on February 18, 1953, with having sold methy- 
lated spirits and phenyle, being unlicensed so to do, 
and with having failed to label the containers with 
the seller’s name and address. Both defendants were 
convicted on all charges, and both were fined a total 
of £16 with £5/4/- costs. 


is New Books 


“Textbook of Pharmacognosy” (Sixth Edition), by G. E. 
Trease, B.Pharm., F.R.1.C.; 276 illus., line and plate, 
Pp. viii—821. London: Bailliere, Tindall & Cox. 
English price 37/6. 

In common with earlier editions, the sixth edition 
of this well-known textbook deals with the macros- 
copic and microscopic study of drugs of vegetable and 
animal origin, their identification, cultivation, colle¢- 
tion, storage and uses; the constituents of drugs and 
their extraction; and the applications of fluorescent and 
chromatographic analysis to the study of drugs. 

Part I], which deals with Drugs of Vegetable Origin, 
has been rearranged. The subject matter dealing with 
bacteria and anfibiotics, formerly included in Chapter 
XII—Phyllum Thallophyta—now occupies two separdte 
chapters. 

Similarly the chapter on Fluorescence and Chroma- 
tographic Analysis in Part IV is now divided into two. 

While some older drugs have been deleted; others, 
e.g., cocculus, veratrum and curare have been rein- 
stated, evidence of the increasing importance of these 
drugs as sources of the modern drugs, picrotoxin, 
‘Veriloid” and tubocurarine chloride. 

Results of recent researches concerning crude drugs 
and their constituents have been incorporated. Refer- 
ences have been extended and lists of these are now 
given at the end of each chapter. 

It is of interest to note the influence of the International 
Pharmacopoeia. If a crude drug or a substance derived 
from it is included in this Pharmacopoeia, attention is 
drawn to the fact by the abbreviation Ph.I, placed at 
the commencement of the monograph on the drug. 
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This book is a well-bound volume; the text is clear 
and printed on good paper. 

It covers every aspect of pharmacognosy required by 
students studying for pharmaceutical Se 

Dr. Karl Braun. Revised by 
f: 5th edition, 1950, 145 pages. Pub- 
Walter de Gruyter & Co., Berlin. German 
price: D.M. 2.40. 

There is no preface to tell us at what classes of readers 

this unpretentious little booklet on fats and oils is 

. But it would be of more interest to students 
ef analytical and industrial chemistry than to phar- 
maceutical chemists. 

One quarter of the text is devoted to a general dis- 
cussion of the sources, physical and chemica! properties 
of fats and oils, and of selected important fatty acids 
and glycerin. Sterols and vitamins associated with oils 
are mentioned briefly. The same section also deals 
briefly with the extraction, purification and storage of 
fats and oils and with well-known chemical reactions 
into which they enter, including those concerned with 
the development of rancidity. In many cases, practical 
details are given, but there are no illustrations. From 
the student’s point of view, this section is well written, 
being inclusive, concise and furnished with numerous 
sub-headings in the manner beloved of examinees. 
The reviewer was impressed with the didactic possi- 
bilities of a short note on the metabolism of ingested 
fats and oils, which indicates the connection of this 
subject with emulsification, saponification and enzyme 
action. Another large section is devoted to qualitative 
and quantitative tests for identity and purity of fats. 
The number of determinations referred to is very large 
for such a small book. Experimental detail is much 
in evidence, occasionally, as with Iodine Value, at the 
expense of theory. 

The second half of the book attempts to cover the 
entire field of industrially important fats and oils — 
vegetable, animal and synthetic — and fats which are 
waste products (mainly of the leather and meat trades) 
all in pages. One can hardly expect the treatment 
to be adequate in all respects. The hag’ d admirable 
tables of physical constants appended to the book are 
needlessly duplicated .by longwinded statements of 
the same facts in the monographs on individual oils. 
The information supplied usually includes the source, 
methed of extraction, commercial varieties, description, 
constituents and constants, and sometimes adulterants 
and special methods of purification. But there is no 
general discussion of the commercial and _ industrial 
uses of fats and oils (as in the standard English works, 
such as A. E. Bailey’s, and even in an American book 
of similar length to the one reviewed—Kirschenbau- 
mer’s “Fats and Oils”) and the information about these 
matters scattered through the monographs is generally 
sketchy, e.g., “Olive oil is used principally as an edible 
oil, and for special purposes connected with soap and 
textiles.” While there is a detailed account of the pro- 
perties of soaps made from coconut oil, pharmacists 
who seek information on the newer emulgents and 
fillers made from this ofl-and from sperm oils will be 
disappointed. 

last chapter describes the well-known syntheses 
of fatty acids from paraffins and also contains infor- 
mation about a su nce—‘‘Mersol D”—to which the 
reviewer cannot find references in the English and 
American literature. This substance, which appears to 
have been important to the German war effort (charac- 
teristically we are not told in what connection) is made 
from paraffins derived from the Fischer-Tropsch pro- 
cess by a process of sulphonation and halogenation rep- 
resented by the equation:—

Ergot, after having been stationary for some mon 
has gone up to 17/- per lb., and shippers in Port 
also quote the same price.

Overseas News 


GREAT BRITAIN 


London, February 11, 1953. 
A Difficult Period. 

January and the beginning of February have been 
difficult periods for all engaged in the Health Service in 
the South of England. There has been an outbreak of a 
mild type of influenza which has incapacitated many 
people for from two to ten days. Bronchial complica- 
tions have developed in the old and in the very young, 
so that there has been an extraordinary number of 
deaths, particularly in the former class. This was ac- 
companied by widespread fog, which increased the death 
rate from respiratory diseases. Hospital wards have 
been full, and in the London area the authorities have 
been asked to suspend non-urgent operations and use the 
beds for medical cases. 

In December prescriptions were higher for the first 
time since the shilling levy was introduced in June than 
for the corresponding month in the previous year. Over 
England and Wales, compared with December, 1951, the 
increase was nearly 13 per cent., and around London it 
was about 16 per cent. For the final six months of the 
year the overall reduction was 3 per cent. compared 
with 1951. 

Flooding on a scale unprecedented for several cen- 
turies has complicated the health position in the Thames 
estuary and part of the east coast. Many thousands are 
homeless and a number of pharmacies are a total loss, 
while others have suffered considerable damage. As yet 
it is unknown whether some of them will be able to 
regain their livelihood, as they are in areas which are 
—, dependent on summer visitors and rehabilitation 
will take a long time. Hospitals on the eastern fringe 
of London are also being required to take up cases from 
the flooded areas. 

Appeal to Pharmacists. 

The Pharmaceutical Society has opened a Pharmaceu- 
tical Flood Relief Fund with a target of not less than 
£10,000. The National Pharmaceutical Union is support- 
ing the Society’s appeal, and branch secretaries have 
been asked to help as far as possible. As the damage to 
pharmacies cannot be accurately estimated, any excess 
over the amount required will be transferred either to 
the National Flood Relief Fund or the benevolent fund 
of the Society. 


Economy in Prescribing. 

The Ministry of Health continues to issue “Prescribers’ 
Notes” to general practitioners. In the January num- 
ber the cost of compound codeine tablets is favourably 
contrasted with proprietary tablets of approximately the 
same composition, i.e., 1/10} and 3/74 respectively. 
Asthma inhalants are also considered; three proprietaries 


cost 10/8, 7/4 and 8/1 per half-ounce respectively, while 
the B.P.C. preparation is only 1/10. From the “British 
Medical Journal” it is quoted that the cheapness of the 
official preparation is not accompanied by a correspond- 
ing feebleness of action. 

At a meeting of the Lanarkshire (Scotland)* Executive 
Council the chairman called attention to one prescription 
for 500 tablets which had cost £93. Commenting on 
it, he said: “I wonder what a private patient, if there is 
such a person, would say if he found a prescription 
issued by his doctor involved him in the expenditure of 
such a sum.” He also pointed out that the average cost 
of a prescription was 7/6, and that the drug bill was 
now running at 24/- annually per head of the popula- 
tion. In Lanarkshire the reduction in prescriptions had 
only occurred during the first three months of the levy. 

: Control of Antibiotics. 

Since 1947 the sale and supply of penicillin has been 
restricted for medicinal, dental or veterinary purposes. 
More recently streptomycin, aureomycin and chloram- 
phenicol have been subject to similar restrictions, and 
now the number of substances, to which the Penicillin 
Act applies, may be increased. A Bill has been intro- 
duced into the House of Lords which will enable the 
Minister of Health to issue regulations controlling such 
other therapeutic subst-sces, which appear to be cap- 
able of causing danger te *!u: health of the community 
if used without proper safeguards. As is well known, 
a number of chemicals are now being used for purposes 
similar to penicillin or for the treatment of rheumatic 
diseases, and the proposed nieasure will enable the dis- 
tribution of all of them to be controlled. The Bill will 
also permit certain relaxations on the sale of penicillin, 
so that it can be used for agricultural purposes, such as 
livestock fattening. 

Butazolidin and Rheumatoid Arthritis. 

In the January Newsletter reference was made to a 
new anaesthetic, which had been given publicity in the 
lay press. More recently butazolidin has been hailed 
in one Sunday newspaper for its revolutionary effect on 
the treatment of rheumatoid arthritis, although a warn- 
ing is s iplee on the possible side effects. Reports in the 
medica pees have been conflicting, and Miss Hornsby- 
Smith, Parliamentary Secretary to the Ministry of 
Health, said in reply to a question that the use of the 
substance was still under investigation. A recent issue 
of “The Lancet” contains a report of an inquest at which 
the verdit was “death from agranulocytosis caused by 
butazolidin therapy.” One pathologist has said that 
100,000 patients have been treated in Britain, but it 
should only be administered in hospitals with facilities 
for daily blood-counts by trained staff. Medical opi- 
nions have been vary varied on its toxicity. 

A New Judge. 

Pharmacists have been congratulating Mr. Hildreth 
Glyn-Jones, Q.C., M.P.S., on his enn as a Judge 
of the High Court. Mr. Justice Glyn-Jones is the elder 
son of the late Sir William Glyn-Jones, who founded the 
Proprietary Articles Trade Association and was Secre- 
tary of the Society at the time of his death. Mr. Justice 
Glyn-Jones qualified as a pharmacist after serving 
throughout the first world war, and soon afterwards was 
called to the bar. He was briefed in many cases of 
pharmaceutical interest, both for and against the Phar- 
maceutical Society. His first experience as a judge came 
immediately after the 1939-45 war, when he presided 
over war criminal trials in Austria. A number of Bri- 
tish pharmacists have been called to the bar. Some are 
engaged in pharmaceutical administration or in. whoje- 
sale houses, but although a few are in active practice in 
the courts, only Mr. Justice Glyn-Jones has so far be- 
come a Queen’s Counsel. H.M. the Queen has approved 
that the honour of knighthood be conferred on him. 


The Pattern of Retail Trade. 
A report has now been published on the Census of 
Distribution taken in 1950, which shows that 2,265,060 
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persons were engaged in retail trade in 531,000 establish- 
ments, who received wages totalling approximately £392 
million. The total turnover for the establishments is 
assumed to be £4923 million. Of these establishments 
13,486 came within the classification “dispensing che- 
mists,” with 72,943 active workers earning £17,343,000 
and making sales of £144,341,000. In addition, 2525 other 
retailers dealt in chemist goods. Some doubts must in- 
evitably arise on the statement that there were 59 dis- 
pensing chemists who had sales of under £1000 and that 
they employed 69 persons in all. Only 53 pharmacies 
had a turnover of over £100,000, and the greatest num- 
ber, 6122, came in the group with a turnover between 
£5000 and £10,000. Co-operative societies had 839 phar- 
macies with a turnover of £8.8 million. The present 
report is classified as “short” and the material available 
will be later analysed in greater detail. 


International Pharmaceutical Federation. 

The 15th General Assembly of the International Phar- 
maceutical Federation (F.I.P.) will be held in Paris dur- 
ing the week beginning September 14. Papers will be 
read by pharmacists engaged in scientific work, in hos- 
pitals, in the army and those engaged in the contro! of 
medicaments. The papers can be prepared in either 
French or English only, and a summary should also be 
forwarded to the organising committee before May 1 at 
4 Avenue Ruysdael, Paris 8, or to Prof. Guillot, Faculte 
de Pharmacie, 4 Avenue de l’Observatoire, Paris 6. It 
pa ge that papers can be read in extended summary 
only, as a maximum period of ten minutes is aliowed 
for presentation. No individual may submit more than 
two papers and papers of a politicai or social character 
will not be generally accepted. 


New Biological Labcratories. 

At Colindale, one of the North London suburbs, new 
Central Public Health Laboratories have been opened 
and will be administered by the Medical Research Coun- 
cil, The building will house several reference labora- 
_ tories, including the National Collection of Type Cul- 
tures, and the work will be generally concerned with 
problems associated with the early diagnosis and contro) 
of outbreaks of infection. Special attention will be given 
to virus diseases, particularly influenza and poliomye- 
litis. This department has a low temperature suite of 
chambers at 4 deg. C., —30 deg. C. and —70 deg. C., one 
opening into the other. Air hygiene will be studied 
extensively and specific attention will be given to the 
control of respiratory diseases by the purification of the 
air breathed in factories and public buildings. There 
are facilities for sterilising the air intake of some rooms 
and the air exhaust, when it may be contaminated by 


pathogenes. 
Lysol Substitute. 


A paper by W. E. Finch, in the “Pharmaceutical 
Journal,” has suggested a substitute for lysol ee | a 
higher boiling coaltar fraction in place of cresol. The 
requirement is that 95 per cent. of this phenolic fraction 
distils between 216 deg. and 221 deg. C. A disinfectant 
using 50 per cent. of distillate is made in the same man- 
ner as V foe The author tested this against standard 

l and solution of chloroxylenol B.P., and it is claimed 

at the new disinfectant has a greater bactericidal 
effect than the other two disinfectants. In the geome 
of organic matter the improvement is somewhat less, 
generally, as compared with lysol, but considerably 
reater when compared with solution of chloroxyleno! 

.P. against non-sporing test organisms. The increased 
bactericidal effect and the greatly reduced necrotic action 
on the skin made it possible for the lysol substitute to be 
used as a skin disinfectant where lysol would be barred. 
For such purposes as cold instrument sterilisation or the 
wiping out of baths used for saline immersion by burn 
patients where lysol B.P. is used undiluted, the new 
prepar=tion can be eee diluted with 50 per cent. of 
water with relative safety. This lysol substitute is now 
being marketed under the registered name “Sudol.” 


Self-Service Pharmacies. 


Last year the Lord Chief Justice decided that a self- 
service weve in which the pharmacist-superinten- 
dent only saw the goods sold at the cash desk was not 
a contravention of the section of the Pharmacy and 
Poisons Act which uires the sale of drugs to be under 
the supervision of a pharmacist. The Society contended 
that the sale was complete as soon as the customer 
picked up what he was buying from the shelf. The 
drugs were all marked clearly with their price. The 
Society’s appeal against the judgment has been dismissed 
by the Court of Appeal. 


Pharmacy in the Public Services. 


Mr. H. N. Linstead, M.P., Secretary of the Society, 
recently told a local branch that it should never be for- 
o— that pharmacy was an individual calling. In the 

ght for adequate N.H.S. remuneration, said Mr. Lin- 
stead, pharmacists were apt to forget that basically re- 
muneration only came according to the quality of the 
service rendered; the professional man always had to do 
a bit more than he was paid for. The service must be 
given first and remuneration sought on the basis of the 
service given. The history of pharmacy’s fight for more 
responsibility in the Forces was a long and dre one, 
and only now, as the result of years of pressure by the 
Council of the Society, were they beginning to see the 
recognition of pharmacy in the Army. New proposals had 
been received from the War Office which were under 
consideration and which should at long last recognise the 
principle of pharmacists being taken into the R.A.M.C. 
in commissioned rank. It was encouraging that about 
a year ago the Minister of Health had appointed a com- 
mittee to enquire into the hospital pharmaceutical ser- 
vices. A first-rate pharmaceutical service in hospitals 
could not be expected unless the pharmacist was given 
responsibility for running the service. 


There were two fields which were directly affected by 
state control—retail pharmacy and the manufacturing 
side. The retail pharmacist had more than held his own. 
He had taken on his shoulders an amazing amount of 
additional work since the Health Services came into 
operation. The pharmaceutical service was.the only 
section of N.H.S. which had not creaked and groaned 
under the weight of the responsibility it had had to face. 
Too little credit had been given to pharmacists for the 
greater responsibilities they had shouldered. Retail 
pharmacists had to keep on tip-toe if they were to retain 
the present system of providing for the public through 
the chemists’ shops. There could be set up public dis- 
pensaries where medicines could be made more cheaply, 
but that would be taking from the community some part 
of the element of personal service. Pharmacists must 
make certain that their responsibility was recognised 
and keep themselves above criticism as to the quality 
of work they did. The principle must be retained that 
what the doctor believed the patient needed must be 
available to that patient. If it was not for the export 
market and the need for dollars, the manufacturing in- 
oar would be in a parlous positon. The stage was 
rapidly approaching when there would be only one pur- 
chaser, who would dictate what was wanted. 


Chemical Workers’ Wages Increased. 


About 50,000 workers in the heavy chemical industry 
have received a wage increase of ld. per hour for men 
and $d. per hour for women. In the negotiations for the 
trade union side it was argued that the labour content 
of the cost of production was lower per unit than ever 
before. The employers submitted that during the first 
nine months of 1952 the chemical industries have suf- 
fered a serious recession in trade. Foreign competition 
in both home and overseas markets was serious and 
increasing. Further increases in costs might result in 
greater redundancy of workers and an increase in idle 

lant. The final settlement was made by the Industrial 
isputes Tribunal.

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Presentation of Hanbury Medal. 

On February 9 Professor Gosta Edman was presented 
with the Hanbury Medal, and read a paper of 1} hours 
on “Ash Pictures in Identification of Vegetable Drugs” 
at an evening meeting of the Society. Professor Edman 
said that he had spent six months learning English in 
order to read this paper, and his script was heavily 
underscored so that he could give the proper pronuncia- 
tion and emphasis. He was also starred in the British 
lay press as an expert adviser to the police in cases of 
s arson, and he had been able to assist them in 
the identification of fire-damaged substances. 


Manufacture of ACTH. 

A factory is being erected at Eastbourne, Sussex, b 
Armour Laboratories Ltd. for the production of ACTH. 
It is understood that the preparation will be manufac- 
tured in a gelled form to retard absorption. The present 
powder may lose up to 80 = cent. of its activity with 
contact of body enzymes. Injections at least six hourly 
are necessary, but the gel will act over 12 to 24 hours. 
The gel will be sold under the trade name “Acthar,” and 
large-scale production is expected in 13 months. Crude 
material will be imported from the U.S. and Argentine, 
as the supply of pituitary glands in Britain is inadequate. 


SOUTH AFRICA 


Home for Pharmacy Fund Started. 

The, Pharmaceutical Society has been sitting on the 
nest for some time, pondering over the idea of a building 
in Johannesburg, a home for ommaey. Ways and 
means present the greatest difficulty, and at last a fund- 
raising committee has been formed. The wholesalers 
have been the first to contribute and are fast laying the 
foundation in pounds, shillings and pence. 

When finished, the building besides containing offices 
for the Society and its daughter organisations will house 
the Museum of Pharmacy, a laboratory and a library. 
The history of pharmacy in South Africa is as yet a 
neglected subject, but it is certain that much of roman- 
tic interest lays hidden in records and in the minds of 
many practising pharmacists. 


Register of Chemists and Druggists. 

The register of chemists and druggists is itself a most 
romantic volume, containing as it does names of people 
pg ware by virtue of qualifications gained in nearly 
all the countries of Europe. Many of these countries 
are now no more than names in history books, their indi- 
vidualities lost, their peoples scattered or absorbed. 


Unrest Developing. 

I was privileged a short time ago to see an old photo- 
graph of the first pharmacy in Johannesburg, of a date 
when gold was a myth and uranium yet a dream. From 
the corner drug store of that faraway era has developed 
one of the great drug houses of Africa. 

As I write, South Africa is in the throes of unrest. A 

jlitician I am not, nor do I write to my Australian 

riends on matters political, except so far as they affect 
pharmacy. Our position in South Africa is peculiar in 
that we have nearly 11 million non-whites as compared 
with 2} million whites. A spirit of unrest has been 
developing in this area, and many pharmacists are likely 
to be short of coloured labour. In towns where the 
chemist depends upon daily deliveries from his whole- 
saler, there is bound to be considerable disorganisation. 


Relievers Scarce. 

The problem of locum tenens is one which bothers the 
majority of retail and institutional pharmacists. They 
are practically impossible to get hold of, and since they 
are in very great demand, the law of supply and demand 
operates. Since managers are now getting between £75 


and £85 a month, it is clear that the cost of a locum is 
prohibitive. Added:to the cost of a holiday, the total 
expenditure is so large that to take a vacation is a 
major financial operation. The shortage of qualified 
pharmacists is also growing through the numbers of 
young chemists going abroad for further experience. 
Some pharmaceutical societies have solved their prob- 
lem by employing in their night dispensaries one or two 
supernumerary chemists, and these are rmitted to 
work at any member’s shop who requires them. 


Night Pharmacies. 


These night dispensaries are growing in number, and 
it is becoming apparent that the amount of after-hour 
dispensing is growing enormously. In some cities the 
retail pharmacists are not pleased at the number of pre- 
scriptions which they lose and are keeping open later. 


Price Control Regulations Irksome. 

Retail chemists have suffered much of late from visits 
from price control inspectors. Chemists-are required to 
mark the price on every article exposed for sale, and in 
some busy shops it is renege to employ a permanent 
member of staff to do this. Although a price list exists 
and constant supplements are issued, it is not easy to 
get the correct price and occasional prosecutions result. 


Problems Considered by Pharmacy Board. 

The South African Pharmacy Board met recently in 
Johannesburg and considered much of importance. They 
considered amongst other things a resolution of the 
National Health Ccuncil on the education of coloured 
and native pharmacists. The Board pointed out that 
there is no hindrance legally to the non-European enter- 
ing pharmacy; since recently some native hospitals have 
been recognised for the training of apprentices, it is 
possible that within five years the first native pharmacist 
may be registered. 

The question of registering Netherlands pharmaceuti- 
cal chemists in the Union was raised, but since the 

ualification is apparently different from the S.A. one 
the Board could not give full reciprocity. 

Dual practice was also under consideration; many 
chemists go on and qualify as doctors and their names 
are kept on both registers. It is obviously undesirable 
that a man should be able to practice both as a chemist 
and doctor, but so far there is no legal means of prevent- 
ing that state of affairs. It is felt that an ethical rule 
should be framed to prevent this—perhaps in the future 
this will be so. 

The Board has always kept strict watch on trading 
under personal titles. A chemist may use his own name 
or that of the chemist whose business he bought; the 
latter name he may not extend to branches. As a result 
the majority of pharmacists use place names or imper- 
sonal titles; thus in the Union we have no pharmaceu- 
tical dynasties such as Martindale or Squire. 

The present President of the Pharmaceutical Society 
has been travelling the country speaking at various 
branches. At one branch the members asked if the 
Pharmacy Board could be approached to frame an ethical 
rule so that chemists found guilty in a civil court of 
selling goods after hours would find their professional 
qualification in jeopardy. So severe has this after-hour 
trading become! 


Apprenticeship Problems, 


The apprentice problem is one which has troubled 
pharmacy for some time; a chemist who takes an ap- 
prentice must first of all have a certain basic equipment 
and then give his pupil a specified degree of training. 
The Board has always, and rightly so, taken the view 
that the apprentice is a pupil and not cheap labour. A 
great many chemists, however, take the latter view, and 
the poor apprentice learns little except what he picks up! 

The apprentice is not always without blame and seems 
to show little interest in either business or professional 
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side of pharmacy and looks forward to getting away to 
college as soon as possible. There his aim is to learn 
just that amount which will get him through his exami- 
nation and then open a business. Nominally he terms 
it a pharmacy, but you will look long and in vain for 
those items which appear in a true pharmacy. 


This general picture is not peculiar to South Africa, 
and it is difficult to elucidate the root cause. For my 
own part, I believe that if the pharmacist were to train 
his apprentice aoe pe he would learn to so love the 
— that he would never do anything to tarnish its 
ustre. 


This I know from the many who have passed through 
my hands. Many of these have developed such a taste 
for “pure” pharmacy that they have hesitated to enter 
retail pharmacy again and have turned to manufacturing 
or hospital work. I feel now and then twinges of con- 
science that they should forfeit the greater financial 
rewards of commercialism. 


Congresses. 


When I was in Johannesburg recently a terrific con- 
gress of the Chamber of Commerce was in progress in 
my hotel. Many things were pondered over by this in- 
fluential body, including the trading hours/sales volume 
relationship. It is significant to note that in the U.S.A. 
where efficiency is a god, the drug stores keep open prac- 
tically 24 hours per day. 


In Johannesburg also was the 1952 Medical Congress. 
There in one section was a display of doctors’ hobbies, 
including stamps, painting, sculpturing, radio, etc. Che- 
mists too have their hobbies and not unnaturally tend to 


celebrate themselves in the field of photography. Dur- 
ing the year one pharmacist has gone to Italy, abandon- 
ing his profession for singing. 

One prominent hospital superintendent came into the 
news by his pronouncement that medical interns lack 
adequate working knowledge of such things as anaes- 


thesia, minor surgery, etc. Reform in training was called 
for, the critic having in mind the days when doctors 
served apprenticeships. 


Medicine and pharmacy are “progressing” along paral- 
lel channels. The syllabuses are increasing in scope, 
and the student who graduates has covered a great field 
of theoretical knowledge, but lacks initiative and prac- 
tical experience. This is particularly so in pharmacy. 
The new graduate, who because of circumstances may be 
given control of a pharmacy, cannot on the whole cope 
with anything that is beyond the normal. In the “good 
old days” the apprentice really started in to learn on 
his first day, and by the end of his three or four years 
had made nearly everything in the pharmacopoeia and 
learned the rudiments of business as well. 


What then is the solution to the problem? The proxi- 
mity of the wholesaler has made it unnecessary to make 
galenicals, and the average chemist finds it more profit- 
able to devote his time to the sale of fancy goods. Here 
then is the cause; the practice of a pharmacist has been 
filched from him by the general store, the cafe and the 
dispensing doctor. 


Restriction of practice to those qualified to do so has 
been legally enjoined in many countries in the past. In 
the 17th century the Count of Schleiz found it necessary 
to protect pharmacy from competition “lest this precious 
jewel becomes damaged or even perishes.” Any govern- 
ment will share this view, but none have the courage to 
offend possible voters by restricting their trading scope. 


Yet pharmacy is a very sick profession, and many 
years ago a certain Guy Fawkes observed that “desperate 
diseases require desperate remedies”! 


If protection is not assured to the chemist some of the 
other sections of the community appear to merit it. A 
recent regulation has restricted the sale and advertise- 
ment of certain medicines. In South Africa, where the 


native is yet little removed from his tribal status, the 
tradition of native and witch doctor medicine still per- 
sists. It is a remarkable fact that of all those who ex- 

loit the natives most the witch doctor takes the crown. 

or weird and wondrous potions exorbitant prices are 
charged. Lion fat, snake fat and even human fat are 
sold and accredited with mythical powers. Now the 
native is to be protected against charlatans of his own 
race. 

Europeans are presumed to have sufficient sense to 
avoid this type of thing, but in the more remote parts of 
the land, where contact with civilisation is little, not a 
few Europeans seemed to have returned to medievalism. 


From medievalism to modernity. In inaugurating the 
new uranium plant the Prime Minister pointed out that 
the annual gross revenue when in full production would 
be in the region of £30,000,000 p.a. Even more impor- 
tant is the fillip this will give to research in South Africa 
and the increase in scientific personnel it will of neces- 
sity engender. 


Laxity in Obeying Poisons Laws. 


Strangest happening in many a $e’ is a letter pub- 
lished in the current issue of the S.A.P.J., over the signa- 
ture of the Secretary for Health. One significant sentence 
stands out: “It would seem that there is a decided ten- 
dency for certain chemists and druggists to become lax 
in their observance of the poison laws.” 


The law of poisons in South Africa is probably the 
simplest in any country. Barbiturates, amphetamine 
and a few others fal! in division one and can only be 
sold to known persons against a signature in the poisons 
book. Yet observance of these rules is the exception 
rather than the rule. 


The Department of Health has indicated that prosecu- 
tion will follow future transgressions; unfortunately the 
department has few inspectors to enforce the law. How- 
ever, the chemist will have the satisfaction of knowing 
that when the department increases the inspectorate, as 
they must, they have created a rod for their own backs. 


General. 


The Government Gazette always contains in its pages 
a few items of interest to the chemist. The current issue 
withdraws the control which has existed on glycerin and 
glycol since the war, and thus thins the already depleted 
ranks of controllers. 

The manufacturers’ prices of soap and soap powders 
have also been decontrolled, but the profit margins have 
been fixed at 74 per cent. for the wholesaler, 174 per 
cent. for the retailer ex wholesaler, and 25 per cent. for 
retailers ex er. Toilet soaps carry 15 per cent., 224 
per cent. and 33-1/3 per cent., and soapflakes 10 per cent., 
20 per cent. and 27 per cent. 

An increased financial burden, although not a heavy 
one, is the native services levy. For each adult native 
male employed the employer must pay 2/6 per week to 
the municipality. This sum will be utilised by the muni- 
cipality to further native housing. 

One of the bigger firms of manufacturing chemists has 
founded several medical scholarships for 1 year stu- 
dents. No similar scholarships exist for pharmacists, 
but a number of young recently qualified ones have gone 
abroad under their own power. 


In the meantime South Africa cries out for the more 
highly qualified pharmacist, especially in the teaching 
profession. Two colleges of pharmacy have at the 
moment no lecturer in pharmacy and all are — 
understaffed. Yet there is a talk of the possibility of 
the mooted degree in pharmacy being still-born due to 
the hidebound attitude of university senates. 

The posters “Quo Vadis,” exhibited all over town, 
ae well be addressed to pharmacy and not refer to 
the film!

BOTANICAL SPECIMENS OF EUCALYPTS FOR THE 
SOABONNE, 


During Mr. W. R. Cutler’s recent visit to the Materia 
Medica Museum at the Sorbonne, in Paris, he observed 
that the botanical specimens of eucalypts yielding medi- 
cinal oils were inadequate. Samples of the respective 
oils were needed. There was no specimen of cineole, the 
principal constituent of medicinal eucalyptus oils. 

Upon his return to Australia Mr. Cutler brought the 
matter under the notice of the Council of the N.S.W. 
Pharmaceutical Society, which has now made arrange- 
ments with Mr. A. R. Penfold, Director of the N.S.W. 
Museum of Applied Arts and Sciences, to send to the 
Sorbonne botanical specimens of the more important 
eucalyptus species—those which yield medicinal oils of 
commerce—

URGENT WARNING TO N.S.W. PHARMACISTS. 


The Police Offences Act in respect of “Dangerous 
Drugs” is a perpetual worry to the chemist, but is law 
and must be studiously obeyed “or else.” 


eng the most imminent and treacherous trap (for 
such it is in effect) is the regulation requiring that in a 
prescription containing a drug endorsed “to be repeated 
—~— times,” the intervals at which the repetitions ma 

be made MUST BE STATED ON THE PRESCRIPTION. 


If such a prescription does not include the “intervals 
at which” the Supetitions may be made, it is not in 
accordance with the regulations and to dispense it even 
in the first instance is a breach of the Act. 

We may fume and fret over such a situation, but it is 
the law. Breach of this particular regulation has re- 
sulted in a number of prosecutions both of doctors for 
issuing and chemists for dispensing illegal prescriptions 
of this kind.

This is, in 
act, a breach of the Chemists’ (State) Award, Clause 12 
of which reads as follows:— 

“Time and Payment of Wages, etc.—All wages shall be 
— weekly and shall be in addition to any commission, 

nus or premium to which the employee is entitled. 
Such payment shall be made on the same day of each 
week, which shall not be a Friday or Saturday, pro- 
vided that in a week where an award holiday falls on 
the day on which wages are usually paid, payment 
thereof shall be made not later than the working day 
immediately preceding the award holiday. 

“Overtime shall be paid not later than a week from 
the pay day succeeding the day on which it was earned.” 

It is understood the prosecution was instituted by the 
union.

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NEW DISPENSING FEES (N.S.W.). 
Simple, Compound and Mortar. 

With the introduction of the differential scale of dis- 
pensing fees, it is important to distinguish their proper 
application. The following questions and answers are 
designed to provide such distinction:— 


MIXTURES, GARGLES, LINIMENTS, LOTIONS (and 
all other liquids not otherwise specified). 
Simple Dispensing Fee. 

Question.— When does the simple dispensing fee apply? 

Answer—The simple’ dispensing fee applies to 
“straight pours.” A simple pour, which does not involve 
mixing with any other substance (even water). The 
simple fee applies to standard preparations and to ethi- 
cal preparations alike; when poured from their original 
container. 

(Special Note: When a compound preparation is listed 
in the Dispensing Drug T , the fee to be applied is 
the simple dispensing fee. For example, the simple fee 
would apply to Lin. A.B.C., Lotio Calamine. The simple 
fee applies to Liq. Citralka, or any other ethical in a 
fractional quantity.) 


Compound Dispensing Fee. 
Question.—_When does the compound dispensing fee 


apply? 

Rewer ~The compound dispensing fee applies to all 
preparations which involve the mixing of two or more 
substances, including all soluble substances such as Sodii. 
Bic. Pot. Brom. (the compound fee applies to Pot. Brom. 
dissolved in water). 


Emulsion and Movtar Fee.

apply? 

Answer.—The emulsions and mortar fee applies to all 

Rey containing an insoluble “<u such as Bis.

The emulsions and mortar fee also applies where there 
is added a suspending or emulsifying agent. 

Any prescription which of necessity requires the use 
of a mortar in its compounding. 


EYE DROPS, EAR AND NOSE DROPS. 
Question.— What is the appropriate dispensing fee for 
' proprietary preparations under the above headings? 

Answer.— Where a simple eve, ear or nose drop is dis- 
nsed, such as Atropine Sulph., S.V.R. without dilution, 
eo-synephrin solution (or other proprietary in a frac- 
tional quantity), the simple fee applicable to mixtures 
applies. Where two or more substances (including 
water) are mixed, the fees apply as shown in the sche- 
dule under the respective headings “Eye Drops,” “Ear 
and Nose Drops.” 


OINTMENTS, BULK POWDERS, CACHETS 
AND CAPSULES. 

Question.—What is the general principle determining 
whether a simple or compound fee applies to the above? 

Answer.—Take ointments as an example. Any oint- 
ment shown in the Dispensing Drug Tariff carries the 
simple fee: Cremor Zinci, for instance. If any substance 
is added, then the compound fee applies. The com- 
pound fee applies to Cremor Zinci with coal tar. The 
same principle applies to powders, etc.—Mag. Trisil, a 
simple fee; Mag. Trisil c Belladonna, a compound fee.

Here we are able to realise with Matthew 
Arnold that the work of the critical intelligence is to 
know the best that is known and thought in the world, 
and by making this known in our turn to create currents 
of fresh and true ideas. In this place ‘sweetness and 
light’ appear as the natural conditions of academic study 
and human living, while the work of culture (that inade- 
quate word for what we still more inadequately achieve) 
becomes a study of perfection, harmonious and general, 
a perfection, moreover, consisting not in outward cir- 
cumstance but in an inward condition of mind and spirit. 

“If Wordsworth in Cambridge, and Arnold in Oxford, 
— discover these things, may not we rediscover them 

ere? 

“And so we leave it... with its timeless message, its 
silent witness ... the Great Hall still speaking!”

Correspondeace.—Mr. C. B. Watson, advising that a 
certain store would not be allowed to stock nay 
products, which would be withdrawn in accordance 
with the agreement between the Guild and Colgates. 

Mr. C. B. Watson, re mark-up on Hillcastle’s products. 
Advising a copy of Hillcastle’s letter had gone to all 
State Branch Committees, and the Merchandising Ser- 
vice was now awaiting their comment before taking 
further action. 

Australian Chemists Alliance Pty. Ltd., noting that 
the State Branch Committee has nominated Mr. J. Little 
as Guild shareholder of the A.C.A. Pty. Ltd. 

A member, attaching letter from Eveready (Aus- 
tralia) Pty. Ltd., and complaining that he cannot receive 
supplies of Eveready Hearing Aid batteries. Pharma- 
cists could not obtain hearing aid batteries for custo- 
mers. Asking the Guild to investigate the position 
with a view to pharmacists being able to obtain 
batteries for hearing aids from accredited wholesalers. 
The Guild should a keep this fact well in mind in 
their proposed negotiations regarding the Guild Hearin 
Aid. The Secretary said the matter had been refer 
to the Federal Merchandising Manager. 

The Federal Merchandising Manager, advising that 
Eveready Pty. Ltd. has a rigid policy regarding distri- 
bution of hearing aid batteries, which batteries are 
different from torch batteries, their life being much 
less; accordingly they require great care in storage. 
Suggesting that the member advise his customers where 
hearing aid batteries can be obtained. Concerning 
‘release of the Guild Hearing Aid unit, each set would 
have a complete list of hearing aid battery suppliers 
included in the literature, and purchasers could write 
direct for batteries. It was decided to let the matter 
stand over for the present. The Sub-Committee con- 
sidered the position was unsatisfactory. 

Horlicks Pty. Ltd., advising it will be marketing in 
Australia soon a preparation called Nulacin for the 
neutralisation of the gastric juices in the treatment 
of peptic ulcers. Nulacin would be in the form of a 
48-grain tablet, packed 12 or 25 tablets in a lithographed 
aluminium tube. It was intended to market Nulacin 
as an ethical oben otogeg? and the conditions laid down 
by the Guild covering the issue and sale of prescription 
proprietaries would be observed by the company. The 
retail price had not yet been fixed, but as it would be 
less than 10/- per pack, the margin to the retailer 
would be a mark-up of 50 per cent. on cost. Requesting 
this information be conveyed to the Committee of the 
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Guild, indicating that in the marketing of Nulacin the 
company wished to offer to the Guild and its members 
every co-operation. It was decided to write to Horlicks 
Pty. Ltd., conveying the appreciation of the Guild for 
its offer of co-operation and the observance of the 
Guild’s condition concerning the issue and sale of pre- 
scription proprietaries.

Hosp Dispensing.--(Supply of Pharmaceutical 
Benefits to private and intermediate in-patients.) 

Bathurst District Hospital, advising that the matter 
would be discussed with Mr. Blomfield and Mr. Moodie, 
ot by the Chairman and Secretary of the Hospital. 

oted. 

Moree District Hospital, pointing out that the dis- 
pensing for public ward patients and out-patients is 
carried out by a registered pharmacist. The supply of 
Pharmaceutical Benefits for .all..patients is under the 
direct supervision of the Resident Medical Officer. 
Would be very pleased if the Guild would indicate 
where the alleged breach had taken place. 

Quirindi District Hospital, advising the Committee 
appointed by the Directorate to discuss the practical 
application for dispensing P.B.’s for private and inter- 
mediate patients had met Mr. Davies and Mr. New- 
combe, of Quirindi, and with the exception of a few 
small points agreement had been reached. The Hos- 
pitals Commission had been informed of the Board’s 
desire to cancel its former arrangement of dispensing 
from hospital stocks. Noted with satisfaction. 

Mr. D. R. Smith, Port Macquarie, advising that the 
amount of dispensing for private and intermediate in- 
patients at Port Macquarie Public Hospital is negligible. 

Inverell District Hospital considers that the hospital 
will be best served by retaining a paid dispenser, this 
decision being based on the fact that the proportion 
of private and intermediate patients to public patients 
is low, and the number of P.B. prescriptions dispensed 
for them is negligible. 

Dispensing for Unemployables.-_Under the new 
scheme the unemployable persons authorised to obtain 
medicines, etc., would still have to nominate their 
chemist and their doctor. Notification of nomination 
would be sent to chemist and doctor. The patient 
would produce his entitlement card to the chemist, and 
then hand in the doctor’s prescription for dispensing. 

Prescriptions could be ere twice. The patient 
would sign on the back of the prescription for repeats. 
Prescriptions would be priced by the Guild as at 
present, and then forwarded to the Department for 
payment. The prescription book at present in use 
would be discontinued. 

Regarding drugs not allowable, these would be struck 
out, but the Department would not disallow the whole 
prescription. It would pay for the allowable drugs, 
plus the dispensing fee, container, etc. Terms: Guild 
rates less 81-3 per cent. discount (one penny in the 
shilling). 

Where doctors used P.M.S. forms, chemists were re- 

uested to cross out “Pensioners’ Medical Benefits.” 

e new scheme would commence from January 1, 1953. 

Mr. Feller said that the circular to be issued by the 
Department was not self-explanatory; it mere)y showed 
certain drugs. The coverage for the new scheme was 
the 1948 B.P. plus the drugs listed. 

It was decided to publish details in the Bulletin and 
also in the “Gilseal News” for the information of Guild 
members.

Report of Meeting of Pricing Sub-Committee Held on 
January 13, at 8 p.m., at “Science House”:— 

Present.-Messrs. K. E. Thomas, J. Little, R. S. Leece, 
W. G. Sapsford, C. D. Bradford, L. M. Fox, A. E. Conolly 
and W. Cond. 

Election of Chairman.—Before nominations were 
called for, Mr. Thomas thanked his colleagues for their 
co-operation during the past 12 months. Each member 
allotted a specific job had carried it out very well. 

On nominations being invited, Mr. J. Little nominated 
Mr. K. E. Thomas for the office of Chairman. The 
nomination was seconded oi Mr. Sapsford, who said 
that nobody else could fill the position as well as Mr. 
Thomas could. He had held the reins so successfully, 
it would be a pity to see him relinquish the chair- 
manship.

Tablets and Capsules Table.—Mr. Fox 
said the iron preparations were not often ordered under 
the 100 quantity, therefore he proposed to remove them 
from the table, Gentian Violet Tabs. to be incorporated 
in the list. It was decided that Mr. Fox should prepare 
the table, incorporating the 1/- dispensing fee, and then 
forward it to the office for circulation with the Guild 
Service Bulletin. 

P.B.A. Sulpha Drugs Schedule.—It was decided not 
to publish any further issues, as this had been done 
by the Commonwealth Health Department. 

Ready Reckoner.—Mr. Thomas said the Ready Rec- 
koner showing the prices in grains and minims had 
been duplicated ready for circulation. Mr. Sapsford 
was asked to prepare an explanation for circulation 
with the Ready Reckoner. 

Dispensing Fees.—Mr. Thomas said that, following 
pp ane by the Prices Branch of a differential scale 
of dispensing fees, it would be necessary to issue an 
explanation to members indicating when to apply the 
simple dispensing fee, the compound dispensing fee, 
and the emulsion and mortar dispensing fee. Mr. 
Thomas said that a basic principle, which was more 
or less a Federal decision, was that where a read 
prepared price appeared in the Dispensing Drug Tariff, 
that price shall be the price used in computing the 
appropriate dispensed price.

The Sub-Committee 
then discussed principles to apply when deciding when 
to impose the simple dispensing fee, the compound 
ws fee, and the emulsions and mortar dispensing 
ee. 

It was resolved that the principles adopted be incor- 
porated in a statement for publication in the Guild 
Service Bulletin.

AMENDMENTS OF SPECIFIED DRUGS 
REGULATIONS. 
Stock Foods Containing Antibiotics: Penicillin 
Preparations for Treatment of Mastitis. 

Amending Regulations modifying the conditions under 
which penicillin and sulphonamides and preparations 
thereof may be supplied for veterinary use—and pro- 
viding for the exclusion of stock foods containing anti- 
biotics from the operation of the S Drugs Regu- 
lations were gazetted on January 28. The text of the 
Regulations is as under:— 

Regulation 31 of the Dangerous Drugs Regulations, 
1930, as amended by Re tion No. 2 of the Dangerous 
Drugs Regulations, 1932, Regulation No. 2 of the 
Dangerous Drugs Regulations 1948 (No. 3) and Regu- 
lation No, 2 of the Dangerous Drugs Regulations, 1950, 
is hereby further amended as follows:— 

For sub-regulation (3) and the provisos thereto there 
—_ = substituted the following sub-regulation and 
proviso:— 

No person shall supply or dispense any specified drug 
except upon the written prescription of a medical prac- 
titioner or a registered veterinary surgeon: 

Provided— 

(a) that a pharmaceutical chemist in places where 
it is not reasonably practicable to obtain a written 
prescription may without such prescription sup- 
ply for bona fide veterinary purposes any of the 
sulphonamides or substitured sulphonamides or 
penicillin or a preparation containing any of the 
sulphonamides or substituted sulphonamides: 
that a pharmaceutical chemist or a person hold- 
ing a licence as a general dealer in poisons under 
the Poisons Act 1928 may without a prescription 
supply in the unopened original container as sup- 
plied by the manufacturer for veterinary use a 
proprietary ——— consisting of or contain- 
ing any of the sulphonamides or substituted sul- 
phonamides which is unsuitable for human use 
and is packed in a container labelled in accord- 
ance with the provisions of the Poisons Regula- 
tions and bearing in addition the words “For 
Veterinary Use Only—Unsuitable for use by hu- 
man beings” in prominent letters; 
that a pharmaceutical chemist, a person holding 
a licence as a general dealer in poisons, or a 
person holding a licence to sell poisonous sub- 
stances may without a prescription sell a pre- 
paration of penicillin in cream or ointment form 
or in the form of teat bougies or such other form 
as is approved by the Board if the container of

mitted by Mr. F. W. Johnson, Chairman of the A.P-F. 
Committee:— 

“Wesseng Trip.—There are approximately 25 doctors 
in general practice in Geelong. There are several 
specialists and a few ine § practices. 

Most doctors interviewed only by appointment, and 
the first two days were occupied with booking inter- 
views. However, all general practitioners except five 
were contacted. 

All doctors were acquainted with the Formulary, but 
A.P.F. does not seem to be as much prescribed as in 
other areas. Many formulae were detailed, and an 
extensive distribution of memos. was made. Medical 
Bulletins were left with a number of practitioners, most 
being for No. 6. 

visit was made to the Geelong Hospital. The 
Medical Superintendent was very interested in the 
AP.F., and stated he would endeavour to extend its 
use among the resident doctors. 

Owing to the large number of doctors to be con- 
tacted, only a few pharmacies were visited.” 

“Report for December, 1952, January, 1953.—One week 
of December was spent at Geelong. The remainder 
of the month up to the Christmas break was occupied 
with office duties, the preparation of a circular to the 
new medical graduates, annual report, etc. 

Part of January was devoted to preparing memos. 
and literature for distribution, a number of special 
c and visits to outer towns, such as Werribee, 
Croydon, Lilydale, Dandenong.” 

In commenting on the reports, Mr. Johnson said that 
the question of non-support of the A.P.F. by chemists 
had m carried to the S.B.C. of the Guild. Mr. 
Hornby had submitted a report for the meeting, and 


delegates were asked to take back to their districts 
a request for co-operation. 

The Council was indebted to Mr. Thompson for having 
taken this matter up on behalf of the Society. 

Lecturer in Pharmacognosy.—Two applications for the 
position of Lecturer in Pharmacognosy for Second 
Year students were received. The Presid ent said that 
the appointment of Miss Witt had been recommended 
by the Dean, and it was resolved that Miss Witt be 
appointed to the position. 

Presentation of Diplomas.—Mr. Thompson drew at- 
tention to an earlier recommendation of the Education 
Committee that more ceremony should be attached to 
the presentation of Final Examination Diplomas than 
had been the case when these were handed out at 
Annual and Quarterly Meetings of the Society. It was 
suggested that a special function should be held in 
April or March each year. It was resolved that this 
suggestion be referred to the Education Committee for 
consideration and report. 

Hospital Dispensing.—The Secretary read correspon- 
dence with the Hospitals and Charities Commission 
in relation to the termination of the agreement for 
the supply of medicines for intermediate and private 
patients insofar as 17 named hospitals were concerned. 

A letter protesting at the summary termination of 
the agreement had been addressed to the Secretary 
of the Commission, and a reqvest had been sent to the 
Minister of Health that he receive a deputation from 
the Society on the subject. The deputation had not 
yet wai on the Minister. 

Mr. Long reported that the management of the 
Alfred Hospital had threatened to take into the hospital 
dispensary the supply not only of P.B.A. requirements, 
but of other pharmaceutical supplies for private and 
intermediate patients of the Margaret Coles and Hamil- 
ton Russell Wings, and in addition, to supply, per 
medium of a trolley, other goods.

Hospital Benefits Association.—Mr. Thompson said at 
the meeting of the State Branch Committee held the 
a evening the question of representation on the 

ospital Benefits Association had been discussed. 
Reasons were given why a practising pharmacist from 
the Guild should attend. The S.B.C. fully appreciated 
Mr. Kent’s position as a member of the Executive of 
H.B.A., and had no criticism to offer in regard to that. 

Mr. Hamon supplemented Mr. Thompson’s remarks. 
He said a great deal of work was done for H.B.A. by 
retail chemists, and the Guild felt that there was room 
for active representation by Guild members on the 
Executive Committee. Literature issued by H.B.A. had 
also been criticised. 

The Secretary said he wished to make his position 
clear. He had been appointed by the Society as its 
representative on the governing body of H.B.A., and 
from there had been appointed to the Executive Com- 
mittee.

Members Outstanding.—The Secretary tabled a list of 


members whose dues for the current year were still out- 
standing. It was decided that a further communication 
ve forwarded to the members concerned, informing them 
that their names were liable to be erased from the Regis- 
ter of Members for non-payment of dues. 


Ultra-Violet Lamps: Question of Indemnity Cover.— 
The Secretary said he had received enquiries from a 
number of members as to whether the risks associated 
with the use of ultra-violet lamps would be covered 
under the regular Chemists’ Indemnity Policy. He had 
informed those enquiring that this question would be 
referred to the Directors at this meeting. 

Legal opinion had been obtained on some aspects of 
the use of these lamps. The following were the ques- 
tions asked by a member and the answers given by the 
solicitor :— 

1. Is a chemist hiring out such a lamp legally liable 
for damages arising from claimé for injuries received 
with use according to directions.—Answer: Yes. 

2. Or for negligent use of the lamp in a manner not 
according to directions.—Answer: No. 

3. For injuries received in any other way from use of 
the lamps.—Answer: A chemist could be so liable. 

It was decided to make inquiries in reference to this 
class of risk from Melbourne Fire Office Ltd., and that 
the matter be reconsidered at the next meeting. 


Legal Advice.—In reply to a member who sought 
advice regarding the responsibility for breakages in the 
post, the solicitor, after outlining the legal position, sug- 
gested that the member could in future transactions 
ensure that the undertaking was implied by notifying 
purchasers either verbally or in et that “all goods 
are despatched at purchaser's risk.” In discussion on 
this opinion, the Directors expressed the view that no 
customer could be expected to pay for goods which 
reached him in a damaged condition and some risk of 
this sort had to be expected and carried. 

Another inquiry hinged upon the rises ve Ag a locum 
to enter into a contract or agreement during the pro- 


prietor’s absence on holidays. The member wished to 
revoke the agreement and obtain the return of the sum 
paid by the reliever. In his advice on this question the 
solicitor advised that the onus of proving the locum’s 
authority was placed upon the other party to the agree- 
ment, but that there might be considerable difficulty in 
recovering the amount paid, and legal proceedings for 
the purpose would be costly. 

Several inquiries were received in reference to good- 
will and taxation. 

Legal Defence.—-A member reported that a baby boy 
had died after swallowing some tablets which he took 
out of a garbage tin. The tablets had been dispensed by 
the member nearly two years ago, and apparently had 
been discarded by the patient. The member had been 
asked to inform the office immediately in the event of 
his being called as a witness at the inquest into the death 
of the infant, so that arrangements might be made for 
him to have legai representation at the inquest. 

The Secretary of the Queensland Branch reported that 
a country member had been required to attend as a wit- 
ness at an inquest into the death of his apprentice. The 
circumstances suggested that the poison which was the 
cause of death might have been obtained from his mas- 
ter’s poisons cupboard. The member had incurred legal 
expenses in attending the inquest, and wished to know 
whether the Local Board would reimburse him. The 
Local Bozrd was agreeable to do so, but wished to have 

uidance from the Head Office.—It was resolved that the 

irectors endorse the action proposed to be taken by the 
Queensland Local Board. 

Claims.—Several reports were dealt with under this 
heading. 

Constitution of the Company.—Consideration was 
given to the undertaking contained in the annual report 
for the year 1951-52, that the matter of the Constitution 
would be referred to the members of the company as a 
whole and that the Directors would confer with the New 
South Wales Local Board as to the terms of the refer- 
ence. 

After discussion, it was resolved that the Chairman of 
the New South Wales Local Board (or his deputy) be 
invited to confer in Melbourne with the Chairman of 
Directors, in order to arrive at a basis which would be 
acceptable to both bodies. 


Goodwill and Taxation.—Because of the difficulty of 
interpreting the provisions of the amending Income Tax 
and Social Services Contribution Assessment Act of 
1952 in its application to goodwill and leases, the New 
South Wales Branch Secretary had suggested that 
counsel’s opinion be obtained on certain questions which 
he raised. The matter was referred to the Executive, 
and with their authority counsel’s opinion had been ob- 
tained from Dr. E. G. Coppel. 

The Chairman suggested that the Federal Office of the 
Guild be informed that the P.D.L. had obtained counsel’s 
opinion on this Act and intimate that the Directors con- 
sidered it advisable for members to contact the P.D.L. 
before selling a business, so that proper advice could be 
given. The Guild could also be invited to feature this 
matter in the “Gilsea] News” of all States as a protection 
to members.

Pharmaceutical Society of Great Britain, advisin 
next year the British Pharmaceutical Conference wi 
be held in London, commencing on August 31, and the 
General Assembly of the International Pharmaceutical 
Federation will be held in Paris, a Sep- 
tember 14. Stating the Council of the Society feels 
that the holding of these two functions in London and 
Paris respectively may attract to Europe a larger 
attendance of pharmacists from overseas than is nor- 
mally the case, and it provides an ee for 
representatives of pharmacy in the British Common- 
wealth to meet and discuss common problems. 

Mr. Greig reported that this correspondence had been 
considered by the Federal Council at its meeting in 
Adelaide the previous day.

No doubt Australian pharma- 
cists would be visiting overseas at the time of the 
conference, but unless they were well versed in all 
phases of pharmaceutical activity, such representation 
would be of little value. Mr. Greig said the Association 
was advising the Society of Great Britain that, while 
it was in accord with the suggestion and desirability 
of holding such a conference, it was not in a position 
to send delegates officially. Should a pharmacist well 
versed in pharmaceutical procedure in Australia be 
visiting England at the time of the conference, he 
would be invited to represent the Australian Societies. 

After discussion it was agreed that this Society should 
advise the Ph. Society of Great Britain that this Council 
agrees with the desirability of holding such a con- 
ference, but it is of the opinion that, if a delegate is 
selected, the nominee should be chosen by the Phar- 
maceutical Association.

Submission of Application for Increased ign tome | 
Fees to Prices Commissioner.—Mr. Lenehan repo: 


that on January 8 G. F. Offner & Co. submitted a 
further application tq the Prices Commissioner applying 
for an overall increase in dispensing fees which phar- 
macists are allowed to charge for their eo 
services when dispensing prescriptions. r. Lenehan 
advised that prior to the presentation of the application 
Mr. Nichol and he had perused it, and they thought 
that it had been very well prepared. Mr. Offner pointed 
out that it was not possible to include all the facts 
in a written application. It was considered advisable 
to submit a written application and to ask therein for 
a personal interview with the Commissioner, when 
the subject could be further elaborated. 

Mr. Lenehan said that N.S.W. secured a very satis- 
factory increase in dispensing fees just prior to Xmas, 
and advice had just come to hand that Tasmania had 
now secured decontrol. With relaxation of pricing in 
every other State, it was hoped that some concession 
might be forthcoming to Queensland. They would 
await with interest the decision of the Prices Com- 
missioner. 

Report on Visit to Queensland of Mr. Dunlop, Phar- 
maceutical Services, Canberra.—Mr. Lenehan reported 
that during the week Mr. Dunlop, from Canberra, had 
been visiting Queensland with regard to actual timing 
of dispensing in the pharmacy. Mr. Dunlop has been 
going round Australia, calling on chemists selected by 
the Commonwealth Health Department, with a repre- 
sentative of the Guild, taking actual dispensing times 
in the dispensary. Mr. Lenehan said all members co- 
operated very well.

Correspondence.—To the Registrar, Pharmacy Board 
of Queensland, enquiring what effect compulsory atten- 
dance at military camps has on Articles of Appren- 
ticeship.—Reply stating that the effect of comp ry 
attendance at military camps on Articles of Apprentice- 
ship is provided by By-Law 25A of the By-Laws made 
under the Pharmacy Acts. It reads as follows:— 

“If any apprentice shall be absent from his work 
from any cause whatever, lawful holidays and atten- 
dance at approved classes for instruction excepted 
(notwithstanding that such absence shall not occur 
from the fault of the apprentice), in any years of 
apprenticeship, such year of apprenticeship shall be 
extended to cover such absence.” 

A country member advised it was very awkward for 
a student if he was required to complete his three 
months spent on military training before he could 
commence his next year of apprenticeship. Especially 
was this difficult for a country student who would be 
three months late in arriving in Brisbane to complete 
his final year. Students in city and suburbs often 
sat for their final examination before they had com- 
pleted their apprenticeship. He wondered if it would 
be possible for a country student to come to the city 
to do his final year and examination. On completion 
of the examination could he return to his master to 
complete the three months of his apprenticeship?—lIt 
was recommended that the member submit this enquiry 
direct to the Board. 

Mr. P. H. Smith, Hughenden: The Secretary reported 
that, on hearing of the serious loss Mr. Smi had 
sustained as a result of the disastrous fire at Hughenden, 
she had written conveying the Committee’s regret, and 
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enquiring if anything could be done to assist him. She 
had also forwarded copies of all price lists and any 
other material which she considered would be of 
assistance. A see se now been received from Mr. 
Smith expressing thanks for the Committee’s sympathy 
and also the copies of the price lists which had been 
supplied. Mr. Smith said trouble did not seem nearly 
so bad when one received friendly actions on all sides. 

From N.S.W. Branch (1) Advising that 
the N.S.W. Prices Commissioner has granted increased 
dispensing fees for that State. The Secre reported 
that she had written congratulating the N.S.W. Branch, 
and expressing the hope that Queensland’s efforts would 
be equally successful in the near future.

To Federal Merchandising Manager, forwarding 
copies of correspondence concerning the whittling of 
margins of pees on Hilleastle lines.—Mr. Nichol re- 
ported that he had read copies of the correspondence 
which had passed between the Merchandising Manager 
and Hillcastles. He said the Guild was opposed to 
whittling of margins of profit, and he thought we 
should support the Merchandising Manager in his efforts 
to have the margins restored. After discussion it was 
agreed that the Committee’s views should be conveyed 
to Mr. Ross, and enquiries made as to how this Branch 
could assist him in his efforts. 


Guild Building.—The President reported that he had 
received a communication from the Federal President 
reporting on a conference held to discuss the erection 
of a seven-storied building for the Guild on the land 
emery last year in the heart of Melbourne.

There was a full attendance 
of Zone members, Mr. Lenehan said he was convinced 
that these visits did a lot of good, and within the 
coming months he hoped it would be possible to make 
several more visitations. 

Mr. Lenehan reported that the members of the 
Ipswich and West Moreton Zone entertained their wives 
and staff at a Christmas buffet dinner at Ipswich on 
December 18. The evening was very enjoyable, and 
he complimented Mr. Nolan and the other members of 
the Zone on the excellent function. 


Report by Mr. Delahunty.—Mr. Delahunty said the 
hour was late, but as this was the first meeting of the 
Committee since his return from overseas, he would 
like to take the opportunity of tendering a brief report. 
Mr. Delahunty said it was his pr:vilege to see pharmacy 
in many countries. While the /:ustralian type of phar- 
macy resembled more the Ei.g.ish type, our method of 
trading somewhat resembled the American. America 
has the drug store, 57,000 of them, which is more than 


the trade can take. In many cities he saw evidence 
of the swing away from the erican type drug store. 
New streamline ethical pharmacies were springing up, 
and from reports were doing very well. Mr. Delahunty 
said he was grateful that in Australia pharmacy had 
such an organisation as the Guild. It compared favour- 
ably with any pharmaceutical organisation in the 
world. Their Public Relations Secretariat was a vital 
and important part .of their but he felt that 
the Merchandising Committee was far more important. 
Over the past 10 to 15 years, with shortages of raw 
materials and staff, manufacturers had difficulty in 
maintaining sufficient output to cover orders. That 
position was rapidly changing, and competition would 
be fiercer. The national advertiser would be spending 
larger and larger amounts to promote sales. It wo 
be his object to get his geods into the public’s hands 
at as low a price as possible, and he might do this 
by cutting the retailer’s margin. It was the duty of 
their Merchandising Manager to see that chemists 
received their adequate margin. They must be pro- 
tected, and that was why he felt that their Merchan- 
dising Committee was so important. 

Mr. Lenehan thanked Mr. woe 4 for his interest- 
ing report. He regretted that the hour was so late 
that time did not permit for more time to be devoted 
to it. However, he requested Mr. Delahunty to write 
several articles for “Gilseal News,” as he felt the infor- 
mation he had briefly given would make interesting 
reading for members. 

Greetings from Far Northern Zone.—Mr. Woods said 
before the meeting concluied he would like to say how 
pleased he was to be present at the meeting, to hear 
the discussions, and to glean some idea of the workings 
of the Committee. He could see that the Committee 
did not fritter away its time or the Guild’s money. 
Mr. Ling, the Chairman of the Far Northern Zone, had 
asked him to convey the greetings of the Zone to the 
President and members of the Committee. Mr. Woods 
said it was felt that one of the best moves was to send 
the President and other representatives of the Guild 
on visitations to the Zones. Country members were 
always pleased to meet representatives of the Guild 
and hear first-hand information. Money spent on such 
visitations was more than well spent. 

Mr. Woods said it was also felt that it was an excellent 
idea sending a copy of the Minutes to each Zone, 
because it kept everyone in touch with everything that 
was being undertaken. 

The President thanked Mr. Woods for his remarks. 
He said members of the Committee were also seized 
with the importance of undertaking visitations to the 
Zones. They realised that there was nothing like 
personal contact. Mr. Lenehan’said on behalf of the 
Committee he would like to reciprocate the greetings 
conveyed on behalf of the Far Northern Zone. He 
assured Mr. Woods that any members when visiting 
the city would be made welcome at any time. 

The meeting closed at 11.15 p.m.

DEATH FROM TETANUS FOLLOWS OPERATION. 


The City Coroner (Mr. Cleland) found that starch 
powder on surgical gloves was the source of tetanus 
infection, from which John Bullock, 38, labourer, died 
at the Royal Adelaide Hospital, on November 10. 

It was stated at the inquest, on atragpinngs | 19, that 
the gloves were used in an operation on Bullock at 
the Hospital on November 3. Before the operation, 
powder and other material were placed in an auto- 
clave for sterilisation in accordance with the procedure 
generally in use. 

The Coroner said, however, that powder was a sub- 
stance which it is difficult to sterilise effectively, and 
he thought all powder used in operations should be 
specially and separately sterilised, bacteriologically 
examined, and distributed certified sterile to hospitals. 

The Police pathologist (Dr. J. M. Dwyer) said higher 
temperature and a new arrangement for sterilisation 
had been instituted at the hospital.

Labels.—It appeared, from copies of labels submitted 
by various pharmacists, that in several cases the red 
colouring was still being used. It was decided that 
correspondence should be forwarded to the pharmacists 
concerned, pointing out that the Board and various 
pharmaceutical organisations are endeavouring to have 
red eliminated from labels except those placed on con- 
tainers where the contents are “not for internal use.” 
The object of such endeavour is to reserve the use of 
red as a predominant sign of danger in order that the 
public ety could be maintained to the best of the 
ability of those responsible for the supply of medi- 
cines. 

Labels, which contained the words “Civility and 
friendly service,” “accuracy” and —— were sub- 
mitted on behalf of a pharmacist. Details of the reso- 
lution passed at the Brisbane conference have been 
referred to the pharmacist concerned and he has given 
an undertaking that he will have the necessary altera- 
tions made in the labels and prescription envelopes to 
conform with the resolution of the Brisbane conference. 

Report was received that another pharmacist had 
labels in use bearing the words “Prescription specialist” 


and also stickers with the words “good service” and 


“you may depend on it.” It was resolved that the phar- 
macist concerned should be to bring his ad- 
vertisements into line with the resolution of the Bris- 
bane conference. 

It was also reported that another pharmacist was 
using a prescription envelope and a mixture label bear- 
ing the words “accuracy, purity.” It was decided thet 
a letter should be forwarded to the pharmacist con- 
cerned drawing his attention to the resolution passed 
by representatives of all pharmaceutical organisations 
at the Brisbane conference in 1951.
